(5) 
Nesmith  Hall,  devoted  to  the  work  of  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station, 
and  containing  offices  and  laboratories  for  the  investigation  of  agricultural 
problems.  (6)  The  dairy  building,  devoted  to  instruction  in,  and  investiga- 
tion of,  dairy  methods.     (7)  The  large  and  conveniently-arranged  barn.

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OUR   PRESIDENT. 

William  D.  Gibbs,  M.  S.,  president  of  the  college  and  director  of 
the  experiment  station,  is  a  native  of  Illinois,  and  graduated  from 
the  University  of  Illinois  after  taking  a  four  years'  course  in  agri- 
culture, in  1893.  He  held  a  fellowship  in  the  following  year, 
teaching  bacteriology,  stock  feeding  and  stock  breeding,  and  taking 
the  degree  of  M.  S. 

He  spent  one  year  in  the  University  of  Wisconsin  as  a  special 
student  in  soil  physics  under  the  noted  specialist,  Prof.  H.  S.  King. 
In  1895  he  was  expert  assistant  in  the  division  of  soils  in  the 
United  States  department  of  agriculture  under  Professor  Whitney. 
Afterward  he  became  professor  in  the  Ohio  State  University. 

In  the  fall  of  1901  he  was  tendered  the  position  of  professor  of 
agriculture  at  the  New  Hampshire  College.  President  Thompson 
of  the  Ohio  State  University,  and  Prof.  Thomas  F.  Hunt,  dean  of 
the  College  of  Agriculture,  desired  him  to  remain  and  offered  him 
special  inducements. 

New  Hampshire  College  then  offered  him  the  position  of  director 
of  the  experiment  station.  The  offer  was  accepted,  and  Professor 
Gibbs  began  his  duties  January  1,  1902.  He  afterward  went  to 
Texas  with  a  much  larger  salary  but  the  faculty  and  students  real- 
ized that  his  departure  was  a  great  loss  to  the  college  and  are  now 
greatly  pleased  to  learn  that  he  will  return  as  head  of  the  college 
and  station. 

President  Gibbs  is  about  thirty-four  years  of  age,  a  good  speaker, 
popular  as  an  instructor,  and  fond  of  scientific  research. 

He  was  highly  recommended  for  the  presidency  of  this  college 
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by  Dr.  A.  C.  True,  director  of  the  United  States  experiment  sta- 
tion, Washington,  D.  C. 

In  a  country  town  like  Durham  the  wife  of  the  president  of  the 
college  exerts  a  great  influence  socially  with  the  students,  and  Mrs. 
Gibbs  can  easily  fill  the  position  of  social  and  literary  leader  among 
the  ladies  of  the  town. 


President's  House. 

With  President  Gibbs  at  the  head  of  this  institution,  with  the 
agricultural  people  of  the  state  working  with  him  and  he,  working 
in  hearty  sympathy  with  them,  determined  to  make  the  agricul- 
tural course  a  popular  one,  we  may  look  for  a  rapid  increase  in  the 
attendance  in  the  immediate  future. 


PRESIDENTS  RESIDENCE. 

The  president's  residence  was  burned  Sunday  morning,  Septem- 
ber 20,  at  2:45  o'clock.  Another  old  landmark  has  been  removed. 
The  site  of  this  house  was  originally  a  part  of  the  Valentine  Hill's 
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five-hundred-acre  grant  of  1651,  and  subsequently  acquired  by  the 
Chesley  family,  who  lived  there  for  many  generations.  An  old 
survey  and  plan  of  1808  show  that  this  land  with  house  and 
stable   was   owned  by  Benjamin  Chesley,   who  died  in    1831,  be-

queathing  his  "  mansion  house,"  where  he  then  dwelt,  to  his 
grandsons,  Valentine  and  William  J.  Chesley. 

Valentine  Chesley  died  in  1835,  giving  his  share  to  his  brother, 
William  J.  Chesley. 

William  J.  Chesley's  son,  James  Chesley,  on  November  13, 
1856,  sold  to  John  Mooney  four  acres  in  Durham,  with  buildings 
thereon,  between  Durham  village  and  the  Boston  &  Maine  rail- 
road, and  bounded  by  the  New  Hampshire  turnpike  and  the  old 
mast  road,  so  called.  After  the  death  of  John  Mooney,  his  half 
sister,  Mrs.  Susan  Mathes,  inherited  this  homestead.  She  removed 
to  Los  Angeles,  California.     After  the   state   accepted  the  condi- 
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tions  of  the  will  of  the  late  Benjamin  Thompson,  this  homestead 
was  purchased  of  Mrs.  Mathes  by  the  college  and  for  a  time  used 
as  a  boarding  house.  President  Murkland  occupied  the  home- 
stead house  of  the  late  Benjamin  Thompson  for  two  years  after 
he  became  president  in  1893.  In  1895  the  house  just  burned  was 
remodeled,  a  two-story  L  and  piazzas  were  added,  and  it  then  be- 
came known  as  the  president's  residence.  Ex-President  Murk- 
land  vacated  the  house  May  1,  1908.  President  Gibbs  had  just 
made  preparations  to  commence  housekeeping  September  21,  after 
the  completions  of  the  various  repairs.  The  place  was  insured, 
but  not  enough  to  more  than  two  thirds  cover  the  loss.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  a  new  residence  will  at  once  be  erected  upon  the  same 
site. 


FRESHMAX    RECEPTION. 

The  reception  to  the  Freshmen  at  the  church  vestry  was  the 
most  enjoyable  affair  of  its  kind  held  here  for  several  years.  As 
the  people  entered,  they  were  decorated  with  slips  bearing  their 
name.

ton  has  remained  in  college  is  that  lie  hoped  some  day  to  he  the 
glorious  promoter  of  a  cane  rush,  and  as  his  wish  has  now  heen 
fulfilled  he  is  willing  to  die  or  study  German  any  time.  Yet  he 
now  declares  his  intentions  of  remaining  with  us  longer  that  he 
may  some  day  be  the  spectator  at  a  rush. 

Under  the  efficient   guiding  of  Mr.  Purrington  the  sophomores 
were    donning    their   armor   at   the    rendezvous    (Purry's    room) 
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when  Prof.  Whoriskey  came  in  and  told  them  that  President 
Gibbs  requested  them  not  to  call  out  the  freshmen.  This  wish 
was  immediately  communicated  to  the  '07  class  who  in  turn 
agreed  not  to  do  any  calling  out,  yet  they  said  they  would  be  on 
the  campus  at  10  o'clock  and  would  be  glad  to  have  company. 
The  sophomores  "  were  on." 

At  a  half  hour  later  than  the  appointed  time  the  freshmen  ap-

peared  upon  the  scene  under  the  protection  of  the  junior  class  and 
decked  out  in  white  overalls  which  some  far-sighted  junior  had 
previously  purchased. 

Never  in  the  history  of  the  college  had  the  chances  of  a  victory 
for  the  freshman  class  been  better.  They  outnumbered  the  sopho- 
mores 3  to  2,  they  had  had  time  to  get  acquainted.    To  distinguish 
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themselves  from  their  opponents  they  wore  white  overalls,  and 
the  cane  used  was  their  cane,  a  long  one,  which  gave  an  advan- 
tage because  of  larger  numbers. 

At  the  pistol  shot  both  sides  made  for  the  cane,  and  for  ten 
minutes  they  fought,  tugged,  pulled,  choked,  and  in  fact  about 
everything  possible  to  do  to  get  at  the  cane,  while  all  the  time 
they  were  cheered  on  by  cries  of  "Grab  him  by  the  hair,"  "Choke 
him,"  "  Carry  him  off,"  etc. 

At  the  end  of  ten  minutes  the  revolver  was  again  fired  and  the 
hands  upon  the  cane  then  counted.  Several  were  too  exhausted 
to  move  when  their  hands  had  been  counted  and  two  fainted,  but 
were  soon  all  right.

THE   NORTHFIELD    CONFERENCE    OF   1903. 

Since  the  first  convention  of  the  student  volunteer  movement  of 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  held  in  1877,  the  student  associations  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada  have  grown  in  membership  from  1,300 
to  45,000.  Each  year  these  men  send  delegates  to  great  conven- 
tions to  learn  what  others  are  doing. 

The  Northfield  conference  makes  a  busy  day  and  was  in  session 
this  year  from  June  25  to  July  5.  Each  day  we  met  at  8 :  45 
o'clock  in  the  buildings  of  the  Northfield  seminary.  These  meet- 
ings included  about  one  hundred  men  each  and  carried  on  discus- 
sions about  methods  of  work  and  considered  reports  from  different 
colleges.  An  hour  later  we  attended  lectures  on  different  courses 
of  Bible  study  given  by  theological  men,  many  of  whom  were 
deans  of  divinity  schools.  At  11  o'clock  each  day  all  delegates 
met  in  Mr.  Moody's  great  auditorium  for  a  platform  meeting. 
Here  Orville  Frantz  of  Harvard  led  the  singing  of  1,200  people. 
We  heard  the  earnest  talk  of  John  R.  Mott,  or  Robert  E.  Spear,  or 
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were  held  spellbound  by  the  eloquence  of  G.  Campbell  Morgan,  or 
the  scholarly  address  of  R.  J.  Campbell,  the  great  English  divine. 
An  afternoon  of  recreation  refreshed  us  for  a  sunset  meeting  at 
Mr.  Moody's  grave  on  Round  Top.  This  meeting  being  very  prac- 
tical was  called  a  life-work  meeting  and  included  addresses  by 
home  and  foreign  missionaries  and  champions  of  good  citizenship. 
Another  platform  meeting  ended  the  busy  day. 

Athletics,  always  a  great  help  in  Y.  M.  C.  A.  work,  had  a  prom- 
inent place  at  Northfield.  Afternoons  were  occupied  by  playing 
tennis  and  baseball,  and  holding  a  track  meet  between  the  delega- 
tions. Mr.  Fuller  of  our  own  number  came  in  among  the  leaders 
in  the  half-mile  run,  and  I  trust  that  New  Hampshire  College 
may  be  well  represented  there  next  year.  Athletics  adds  to  the 
spirit  of  the  conference  and  those  of  us  who  did  not  go  into  the 
sports  took  exercise  by  visiting  Dwight  L.  Moody's  home  near 
Round  Top,  the  fine  "  Northfield  Hotel,"  and  were  entertained 
with  a  lunch  by  Millionaire  Schell  at  his  Renaissance  chateau. 
We  enjoyed  an  afternoon  at  Mount  Hermon,  across  the  Connec- 
ticut river  in  Gill.  The  school  is  fulfilling  the  hopes  of  Mr. 
Moody  and  prospers  as  it  never  did  before.  Northfield  is  a  beau- 
tiful place  and  has  many  natural  attractions. 

On  the  night  of  July  3  college  spirit  spent  itself  in  a  great  patri- 
otic celebration.  The  auditorium  was  packed  with  an  audience  of 
3,000  people.  Each  delegation  came  marching  in  with  college 
yells  and  songs  and  cheers  and  for  an  hour  nothing  could  stop  the 
enthusiasm  shown.  When  quiet  was  restored,  each  delegation 
was  called  upon  in  turn  to  give  its  cheer,  and  if  it  had  twelve  men 
or  more,  to  give  a  song.  The  hall  was  decorated  with  flags  of  all 
nations,  and  the  banners  and  pennants  of  the  colleges  represented. 
Columbia  university  filled  the  air  with  blue  and  white  C  pennants 
strung  on  wires,  Princeton  had  a  pasteboard  tiger,  Boston  univer- 
sity its  bean  pot  on  a  pole,  and  Medico  Chi  its  string  of  dangling 
skulls.  Judge  Spencer  of  Missouri  gave  a  patriotic  address,  and 
then  the  meeting  adjourned  to  the  campus.  Here  an  immense 
bonfire  was  burning  and  round  it  danced  500  delegates  singing 
and  cheering  while  the  fire  lasted.  This  unique  celebration  has 
become  famous  as -a  feature  of  the  conference. 

Aside  from  the  strictly  religious  and  recreational  features  of  the 
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conference  there  was  much  of  educational  value.  Rarely  do  as 
many  as  7-">4  college  men  from  12")  institutions  of  all  North  Amer- 
ica meet  together,  to  share  their  thoughts  with  each  other,  to  give 
as  well  as  to  receive.  Here  they  were  together  for  ten  days  in  a 
social  gathering,  meeting  the  ablest  educators,  laymen,  and  greatest 
divines  of  our  days.  All  worked  together  for  the  greatest  good 
they  could  do  their  fellow-men.  Varied  interests  met  and  joined 
forces  to  work  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  motto  of  the  student  vol- 
unteer movement  as  stated  by  Mr.  Moit,  *' The  Evangelization  of 
the  World  in  this  Present  Generation."

Since  the  introduction  of  seven  o'clock  drill  this  term  there  has 
been  considerable  talk  upon  the  subject,  and  the  editor  has  been 
fortunate  enough  to  obtain  the  opinion  of  one  of  our  notables, 
whose  name  has  been  withheld  out  of  respect  for  his  family.

Dutch  book  and  go  to  plugging  (you  know  how  hard  I  plug). 

We  are  up  against  it  for  fair  this  term,  for  our  drill  comes  at 
seven  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  for  a  fellow  who  enjoys  early 
rising  as  I  do,  it  is  bum. 

You  see,  Bill^  my  schedule  is  a  hard  one.  Right  after  supper  I 
go  and  call  on  some  fellow,  bum  pipe,  tobacco  and  matches  (always 
willing  to  do  my  own  puffing),  and  have  a  smoke  and  this  kills  two 
hours. 

Then,  of  course,  I  should  go  home  and  write  a  letter.  After 
that  is  done  one  of  the  fellows  comes  piling  in  for  a  smoke,  and 
of  course  I  have  to  smoke  with  him  when  I  know  all  the  time  I 
should  be  plugging  instead  of  chewing  about  football.

I  have  just  written  a  "josh"  home  and  I  will  get  some  sym- 
pathy from  there,  but  as  you  know  me,  I  don't  expect  any  from 
you.

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Harry  F.  Hall,  assistant  in  horticulture,  attended  the  meeting  of 
the  American  Pomological  association  at  Boston,  September  11- 
1  2.     He  secured  many  specimens  of  varieties  for  class  work. 

Mr.  Albert  F.  Conradi  and  Miss  Edith  A.  DeMerritt,  former 
assistant  librarian,  were  married  August  4.  They  left  for  Texas, 
August  25,  where  Mr.  Conradi  is  to  be  assistant  entomologist. 

Samuel  T.  Adams,  '05,  has  recently  invented,  made  and  placed 
a  shower  bath  in  the  basement  of  Morrill  hall  for  the  football 
squad.  Hereafter  football  goods  will  be  kept  here  instead  of  in 
Thompson  hall. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Bridwell,  S.  B.,  is  the  new  assistant  in  zoology.  Mr. 
Bridwell  is  a  graduate  of  Baker  university,  Kansas.  Previous  to 
coming  here  he  was  employed  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

The  new  pomological  laboratory  in  Morrill  Hall  is  being  fitted 
out  with  desks  similar  in  many  respects  to  those  in  the  chemical 
laboratory.

One  feature  in  the  new  agricultural  building  over  which  the  hor- 
ticultural department  is  quite  enthusiastic,  is  the  horticultural 
seminary  room.  This  is  fitted  up  not  only  as  a  reference  room, 
but  also  as  a  reading  and  general  assembly  room,  which  will  be 
utilized  for  a  club  for  the  horticultural  students. 

Edward  L.  Shawr,  B.  Sc,  assistant  professor  of  agriculture, 
graduated  from  the  Ohio  State  university  in  the  class  of  1902. 
From  1902-1903  he  was  assistant  in  agriculture  and  animal 
husbandry  at  the  Missouri  State  College  and  Experiment  Station.

Gov.  Nahum  J.  Bachelder,  Col.  Lucien  Thompson,  and  Prof. 
Charles  H.  Pettee,  committee  to  make  arrangements  for  the  dedica- 
tion of  the  new  agricultural  building  and  the  inauguration  of  Pres- 
ident Gibbs,  have  selected  as  the  date  Wednesday,  October  28. 
Distinguished  speakers  from  this  state  and  abroad  will  be  present. 
General  invitations  will  be  extended  to  different  granges  of  the 
state,  and  to  all  friends  of  the  college  to  visit  the  institution. 
It  is  expected  that  there  will  be  a  Very  large  attendance.  Reduced 
railroad  rates  will  be  arranged  for. 

The  head  of  the  department  is  endeavoring  to  get  practical  men 
along  various  horticultural  lines  to  come  at  different  times  dur- 
ing the  season  and  give  talks  here  which  will  be  of  benefit  to  the 
students.  Among  those  mentioned  in  this  connection  are  W.  W. 
Rawson  of  Boston,  Prof.  Waugh  of  Massachusetts  Agricultural 
college,  and  other  prominent  horticultural  men  who  have  signified 
their  intention  of  coming  here.  In  many  respects  this  room  will 
offer  the  same  benefit  to  students  that  the  Lazy  club  does  at 
Cornell  university,  and  the  horticultural  smoke  talks   at  Amherst. 

On  Sunday  morning  at  2:45  o'clock  the  people  of  Durham  were 
aroused  from  slumber  by  the  cry  of  "  fire."  On  reaching  the 
street  it  was  seen  that  the  president's  house  was  all  in  flame.  A 
large  crowd  quickly  gathered  but  nothing  could  be  done  to  save 
the  house  or  furniture  as  the  fire  was  under  such  great  headway 
before  being  discovered.  The  loss  is  estimated  at  thirteen  thou- 
sand dollars,  eight  on  the  house  and  five  on  the  furniture.  The 
insurance  partially  covered  this  loss,  but  that  was  only  seven 
thousand.

The  schedule  of  our  games  is  one  that 
might  be  arranged  for  an  institution  the  number  of  students  at 
which  was  much  larger  than  ours;  but  we  have  faith  in  our  meth- 
ods of  training,  and  in  each  other,,  to  such  an  extent  that  we  shall 
doubtless  be  found  ready  when  the  referee  blows  his  whistle. 

We  expect  to  have  some  good  times  this  term,  judging  from  the 
enthusiasm  shown  in  rehearsing  songs  and  cheers  for  the  games. 
We  wish  to  experience,  in  a  manner,  some  of  that  college  spirit 
that  is  so  manifest  in  games  among  the  larger  institutions,  where  an 
outburst  of  applause  follows  a  good  play,  and  the  wearers  of  the 
colors  of  the  contesting  parties  never  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that 
a  team  may  be  cheered  on  to  victory. 

The  undergraduate  student  of  our  college  to-day  hopes  to  so 
gladden  the  heart  of  a  veteran  football  alumnus  when  he  witnesses 
our  games  this  season,  that  we  may  count  on  him  coming  back 
often  to  visit  us,  and  help  us.  To  the  alumni,  then,  we  would  say, 
with  your  presence  at  the  games  to  be  played  at  Central  park,  we 
shall  be  encouraged,  and  you  will  rejoice  in  one  of  the  phases  of 
college  life  that  tends  toward  the  success  of  your  alma  mater.

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EVOLUTION    OF    THE     NATION— OLD    HOME    WEEK 

ESSAY. 

Neither  history  nor  tradition  tells  us  of  the  time  when  man  was 
without  a  home. 

If  we  are  evolutionists,  the  being  who  first  invented  home  is  of 
far  more  importance  to  the  present  race  than  the  missing  link. 

Be  he  monkey,  link,  or  man,  he  is  responsible  for  the  present 
development  of  mankind  which  has  taken  place  along  national 
lines  for  untold  ages. 

The  nation  is  merely  the  reflection  of  home  life  in  the  mirror  of 
time.     It  takes  but  a  glance  at  history  to  see  that  this  is  true. 

The  Spartans  and  the  Athenians  were  members  of  the  same 
race.  Spartan  homes  were  plain.  Athenian  homes  were  elegant. 
Spartan  youths  left  home  with  the  injunction  u  Return  with  your 
shield  or  on  it,"  and  this  little  state  has  a  martial  record  equaled 
by  none. 

Athens  is  remembered  because  of  her  architecture,  sculpture, 
and  painting. 

While  the  homes  of  Rome  were  of  the  rugged  Spartan  cast,  the 
tramp  of  her  armies  was  heard  throughout  the  civilized  world. 
When  her  homes  were  of  the  elegant  Athenian  mould,  her  refin- 
ing influence  was  felt  from  the  pillars  of  Hercules  to  the  Caspian 
sea,  from  Ethiopia  to  the  North  sea. 

When  Roman  homes  assumed  the  luxury  of  the  East  her  streets 
became  highways  for  the  Hun  and  the  Goth,  and  her  homes  fur- 
nished the  spoils  of  war  for  the  trespassers. 

Home  life  and  national  life  or  citizenship,  one  and  inseparable  in 
the  past,  the  present  and  the  future. 
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The  native  American  receives  a  thorough -training  in  the  home 
for  his  duties  as  a  member  of  that  greatest  and  best  home  in  the 
world,  the  United  States  of  America. 

He  is  born  into  an  absolute  monarchy,  ruled  by  a  king  and  a 
queen,  with  a  rod  of  love,  tipped  with  birch.  As  he  grows  older 
the  authority  of  the  rulers  grows  less  and  less  over  him  until  he 
enters  the  family  council  with  powers  as  great  as  theirs.  This 
is  that,  ideal  condition,  Socialism,  and  until  this  is  reached  in  the 
home  the  would-be  citizen  should  be  restrained  from  taking  part  in 
national  affairs.  When  this  point  is  reached,  be  the  child  black  or 
white,  young  or  old,  male  or  female  it  is  entitled  to  all  the  privi- 
leges and  duties  of  American  citizenship. 

The  American  home  offers  the  only  solution  to  our  emigration 
problem.  If  the  foreigner  wishes  to  establish  an  American  home, 
be  he  rich  or  poor,  learned  or  ignorant,  we  can  bid  him  welcome, 
but  if  his  aim  is  the  establishment  of  a  foreign  home  though  he 
have  the  highest  education  and  unlimited  wealth  he  is  a  menace  to 
our  institutions.  It  is  the  foreign  colonies  of  our  large  cities 
which  are  to  be  feared  rather  than  the  foreign  pioneers  in  our  small 
towns  and  on  our  abandoned  farms. 

Americanized  homes  will  make  American  citizens  and  American 
citizens  will  shape  the  histoiy  of  the  world  for  centuries  to  come.

It  was  plain  from  the  very  start  that  N.  H.  would  win,  for  at 
no  time  during  the  game  did  they  have  difficulty  in  gaining 
ground  either  through  the  line  or  around  the  ends. 

N.  H.  as  usual  got  in  some  fine  fumbles  which  cost  us  at  least 
three  touchdowns. 
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Dover  was  outclassed  and  could  not  gain  any  to  speak  of  during 
the  entire  game.

The  N.  H.  2d  team  played  an  easy  game  with  the  D.  H.  S.  Fri- 
day, October  16.  The  2d  seemed  to  have  no  difficulty  in  making 
their  distance  through  the  line,  but  end  plays  were  at  a  discount. 
D.  H.  S.  played  a  good  game,  but  were  not  able  to  cope  with  the 
2d  in  any  way.

Saturday,  October  10,  1903. 
Andover,  27 ;  New  Hampshire,  0. 

A  score  which  does  not  begin  to  speak  of  the  game  was  the  re- 
sult of  the  Andover  game  played  in  a  pouring  rain,  together  with 
a  high  wind,  on  Brother's  Field,  Andover. 

New  Hampshire  kicked  off  to  Andover.  Andover  advanced  to 
the  five-yard  line,  when  N.  H.  got  the  ball  on  a  fumble  and  failing 
to  gain  punted.  Bullock  went  around  the  end  and  on  a  thirty 
yard  run  and  made  the  first  touchdown  for  Andover.  Humbird 
made  a  touchdown  on  a  forty  }^ard  run. 

New  Hampshire  kicked  off,  and  Veeder,  who  secured  the  ball, 
punted  with  the  wind  for  fifty  yards,  and  on  a  fumble  Humbird 
got  the  ball  and  went  fifteen  yards  for  a  touchdown. 

In  the  second  half  Andover  got  a  touchdown  by  a  series  of  short 
end  plays. 

At  the  next  kick-off  Dillon  punted  back  and  Andover  got  the 
ball  on  a  fumble,  and  Hobbs  went  around  the   end  for  twent}--five 
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yards  and  a  touchdown.  After  the  second  and  fourth  touchdowns 
goals  were  kicked. 

All  Andover's  gains  were  made  around  the  end.  New  Hamp- 
shire's line  held  fast.  Owing  to  the  superior  weight  of  the  Ando- 
ver  men  they  were  able  to  gain  on  the  end  phays  if  they  could  get 
a  little  start,  for  when  tackled  they  would,  slide  for  two  yards  over 
the  wet  grass. 

On  each  touchdown  made  by  Bullock  and  Humbird  they  were 
properly  tackled  by  New  Hampshire  men,  and  had  they  not  been 
wringing  wet  would  have  stopped,  but  as  it  was  it  was  impossible 
to  hold  them  if  they  had  got  well  started. 

New  Hampshire  broke  up  their  interference  in  tine  shape,  and  in 
fact  played  a  fine  clean  game  in  every  way.  When  time  was  up 
N.  H.  had  gained  fifty  yards  by  a  series  of  line  plays.  Andover 
was  penalized  several  times  for  being  off  side. 

It  is  very  probable  that  on  a  dry  day  that  at  least  two  of  Ando- 
ver's touchdowns  would,  have  been  saved,  and  that  New  Hamp- 
shire would  have  scored.

Exeter,  2d,  vs.  New  Hampshire,  2d. 

September  10,  Exeter's  2d  and  New  Hampshire's  2d  played  a 
game  on  the  campus.  The  last  half  was  well  played  on  both  sides 
and  of  great  interest  to  the  spectators.  The  game  by  halves  was 
briefly  as  follows  : 

First  Half. 

New  Hampshire  kicked  off  to  10-yard  line.  After  steady  gain- 
ing on  the  part  of  Exeter  New  Hampshire  finally  held  them  and 
Exeter  punted.  New  Hampshire,  however,  fumbled,  and  Exeter 
now  by  steady  gains  secured  a  touchdown.  They  failed  to  kick 
the  goal.  Score,  5 — 0.  Exeter  kicks  of  to  10-yard  line.  Stock- 
well  rushes  it  in  10  yards.  Johnson  and  Abbott  made  steady 
gains  for  total  of  25  yards,  when  N.  H.  was  penalized  10  yards  for 
being  off  side.  New  Hampshire  was  forced  to  punt  and  the  half 
ended  with  Exeter  in  possession  of  ball  in  N.  H.  territory. 

Second  Half. 

Exeter  kicked  off  to  Moreton.  Jenness  and  Murchie  on  guards- 
back  made  several  good  gains.  N.  H.  was  soon  forced  to  kickr 
but  they  in  turn  held  Exeter,  who  was  obliged  to  return  the 
punt.     This  time   N.   H.  made  several  substantial  gains.     Again 
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N.  H.  punted  but  Murchie  got  the  ball  and  advanced  it  15  yards. 
Now  was  the  most  exciting  time  in  the  whole  game  when  N.  H. 
with  guards-back  formation  carried  the  ball  to  a  touchdown. 
Moreton  made  a  fair  catch  from  Merrifield's  punt  but  failed  to 
kick  the  goal.  Score,  5 — 5.  Exeter  kicked  to  Johnson,  and  the 
half  closed  with  the  ball  in  possession  of  X.  H.

Minnesota  University  has  now  the  finest  athletic  field  in  the 
West.  It  includes  baseball  and  football  fields,  tennis  courts, 
a  fine  quarter-mile  track,  and  a  club  house  for  the  use  of  university 
athletics.  The  grand  stand  and  bleachers,  when  completed,  will 
accommodate  15,000  people.  Later  on  the  field  will  be  sur- 
rounded by  a  brick  wall.  Secret  practice  only  will  be  held  on  the 
field,  so  that  the  sod  will  become  firm  for  the  scheduled  games. 
Eight  acres  of  ground  were  given  over  for  this  field,  and  now  the 
university  has  property  in  it  valued  at  860,000.

PARSING*. 

It  seems  to  be  the  custom  nowadays  to  look  with  disdain  upon 
parsing  in  English.  One  may  say  almost  anything  against  pars- 
ing and  his  remarks  pass  as  a  matter  of  wit.  If  one  would  learn  a 
foreign  language  he  must  parse,  decline,  and  conjugate  verbatim 
"year  in  and  year  oat,"  bat  if  he  would  learn  English,  all  this 
long-drawn-out.  painstaking  carefulness  and  diligence  is  of  no  use 
whatever. 

Although  it  seems  to  be  taken  for  granted  that  English  has  no 
grammar  and  that  parsing  and  analysis  are  of  little   import,  yet    1 
am  of  the  opinion  that  one   must   free  himself  from  this  exagger- 
ated notion  before  he  can  get  a  true  knowledge  of  English. 

If  it  is  important  that  a  man  know  the  grammar  of  any  lan- 
guage, why  is  it  not  important  that  he  know  English  grammar'.'*' 
Why  should  we  not  take  the  greatest  pride  in  the  finest  possible 
knowledge  of  our  mother  tongue  ? 

Some  people  are  not  willing  to  parse  "for  the  love  of  it"  but 
would  lend  a  hand  "for  the  fun  of  it."  The  following  note  is 
added  with  the  hope  that  many  will  find  fun  and  pleasure  in  the 
careful  study  of  English : 

The  word  kiss  means  to  salute  with  the  lips,  to  smack.  It  - 
good  Anglo-Saxon  and  comes  from  Cyssan.  It  may  be  parsed  in 
some  such  way  as  follow-  : 

Kiss  is  a  conjunction,  because  it  often  connects  ;  it  is  a  verb. 
both  transitive  and  passive,  because  it  signifies  to  act  and  be  acted 
upon  ;  it  is  an  interjection  (at  least  it  sounds  so  near  the  college 
brook)  ;  it  is  a  pronoun,  for  it  gladly  stands  for  the  noun  :  it  is  a 
preposition,  for  it  indicates  relationship  between  two  nouns;  its 
case  is  usually  governed  by  special  circumstances  and  not  by  any 
particular  rule  from  Genung;  it  is  most  properly  placed,   for   the 
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sake  of  emphasis,  at  the  beginning  and  the  end  of  a  sentence,  that 
has  Unity,  Mass,  and  Coherence.  Any  composition  thus  com- 
posed is  readily  acknowledged  by  all  to  have  Clearness,  Force,  and 
Elegance.  Kiss  may  be  conjugated  but  is  declined  only  with  ex- 
treme difficulty.      You  may  repeat  it  uvany  times  witli  impunity. 


IDA  BENFEY  JUDD. 

It  is  now  a  little  more  than  a  year  since  the  movement  was 
started,  the  object  of  which  was  to  raise  money  for  a  gymnasium. 
Every  one  connected  with  the  college  was  cordially  invited  to 
help,  and  most  all  responded  liberally.  The  movement  spread 
and  we  received  aid  from  most  unexpected  sources,  for  the  fact 
that  physical  culture  is  an  essential  part  of  a  college  training  is 
becoming  more  apparent  every  day,  and  it  is  evident  that  without 
a  gymnasium  there  can  be  no  proper  physical  training. 

Soon  after  the  opening  of  the  college  year  it  was  announced  that 
Ida  Benfey  Judd  of  New  York  had  signified  her  intention  of  giv- 
ing an  evening's  entertainment,  the  proceeds  of  which  were  to 
benefit  the  gymnasium  fund.  This  on  Mrs.  Judd's  part  was  the 
height  of  generosity  as  she  is  one  of  America's  most  noted  readers 
and  is  eagerly  sought  by  cities  all  over  this  country  and  Europe. 

Saturday  evening,  October  12,  1903,  a  large  audience  gathered 
in  Thompson  Hall,  and  at  half  past  eight  President  Oibbs,  in  a 
short  and  very  appropriate  speech,  introduced  Mrs.  Judd.  She 
acknowledged  the  introduction  in  a  few  graceful  words,  then  for 
nearly  two  hours  held  her  audience  spellbound. 

Her  subject,  taken  from  "  Les  Miserables,"  wras  "  Jean  Yaljean." 
Mrs.  Judd's  power  of  description  is  beyond  criticism.  In  imagi- 
nation her  audience  followed  the  footsteps  of  Jean  Yaljean,  fleeing, 
hiding,  suffering,  prospering,  grieving,  renouncing. 

After  a  short  recess  at  the  completion  of  the  reading,  Mrs.  Judd 
gave  a  few  humorous  selections,  dealing  with  the  Tullivers  of  The 
Mill  on  the  Floss.  As  she  retired  from  the  platform  for  the  last 
time  the  students  expressed  their  approval  of  her  readings  by  three 
rousing  cheers  for  her.

In  the  first  place  New  Hampshire  is  a  college  where  "Agricul- 
ture and  the  Mechanic  Arts"  are  the  principal  things  taught  and 
these  are  hard,  practicable  subjects,  such  as  furnish  employment 
for  ninety-six  per  cent,  of  the  people,  and  with  a  knowledge  of 
such  subjects  the  chances  of  a  young  man  in  life  are  much  better 
than  if  he  is  fitted  for  the  professional  world  which  is  now  over- 
crowded.

New  Hampshire  is  a  small  college  and  the  great  amount  of 
individual  attention  which  a  student  receives  from  the  instructors 
is  of  highest  importance. 

The  cost  of  attending  New  Hampshire  is  probably  lower  than 
at  the  majority  of  colleges.  The  college  receives  large  appropro- 
priation  from  the  government,  and,  while  the  place  is  small,  a  student 
receives  the  benefit  of  this,  and  to-day  nearly  every  student  here 
has  a  scholarship.  Board  and  room,  too,  are  cheaper  than  at  most 
colleges. 

The  record  of  the  graduates  of  New  Hampshire  is  one  that  the 
college  can  well  be  proud  of,  for  most  of  her  graduates  are    now 
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holding  responsible  positions  and  ones  which  pay  well.  In  fact, 
the  graduates  have  done  so  well  that  in  the  business  world  the 
college  holds  the  very  best  reputation. 

Most  students  in  high  schools  want  to  know  about  the  college 
life  at  a  college  as  well  as  about  the  curriculum.  In  this  matter 
New  Hampshire  stands  as  high  as  in  other  things,  and  students 
who  have  been  at  New  Hampshire  and  have  later,  for  one  reason 
or  another,  gone  to  other  colleges,  say  that  they  have  enjoyed 
their  college  days  most  at  New  Hampshire. 

These  few  facts,  if  taken  into  consideration,  go  a  great  ways  to 
show  that  a  high  school  student  makes  no  mistake  when  he 
chooses  New  Hampshire. 


EDITORIAL 


FOOTBALL. 

The  football  season,  as  it  draws  to  a  close,  gives  us  much  food 
for  reflection.  Has  it  been  a  successful  year  is  the  question  that 
presents  itself  to  every  student's  mind?  If  so,  where  are  the  vic- 
tories?    If  not,  then  where  is  the  fault — whose  the  blame? 

In  order  to  discuss  this  question  intelligently  it  will  be  necessary 
to  think  back  to  the  close  of  last  season.  At  that  time  we  had  a 
team  that  with  a  few  improvements  would  have  compared  very 
favorably  with  many  of  the  big  college  teams,  and  wre  had  every 
reason  to  believe  that  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  every  one  of 
those  men  would  be  on  this  year's  team, — but  see  how  vain  were 
our  expectations.  Six  of  last  year's  players  either  did  not  return 
or  severed  their  connection  with  this  college  early  in  the  season, — 
and  let  me  say  right  here  that  this  is  not  the  first  time  that  such 
a  thing  has  happened. 

Of  course  this  was  a  serious  set-back,  but  with  the  remainder  of 
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last  year's  team  and  the  freshman  players,  our  coach  brought  forth 
a  team  that  was  not  to  be  trifled  with.  Out  of  fourteen  games 
X.  II.  has  lost  eight,  won  four,  and  tied  twice;  but  this  gives  no 
correct  impression  of  our  team's  merits. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  season  they  played  colleges  entirely 
out  of  their  class,  but  the  scores  were  relatively  better  than  those 
of  last  year.  The  latter  half  of  the  season  has  been  with  teams 
more  in  proportion  to  us,  and  each  time  the  N.  H.  boys  have  de- 
monstrated their  ability  to  pla}'  good  ball,  with  one  exception,  and 
of  that  the  less  said  the  better. 

In  conclusion  we  may  summarize  the  situation  as  follows:  We 
have  won  nearly  all  games  in  which  we  had  a  fairly  human  chance 
of  success.  We  have  had  a  creditable  team.  We  have  overcome 
difficulties  that  would  have  downed  a  less  energetic  body  of  stu- 
dents, and  lastly,  if  last  year's  experience  is  not  repeated,  we  have 
a  good  foundation  for  next  year's  team.  Therefore,  with  so  many 
points  in  favor  of  the  team,  I  cannot  see  how  an}'  one  can  say  that 
this  season  has  been  a  failure.

For  several  weeks  past  it  has  been  our  chief  desire  to  erect  a 
box  wherein  students  might  deposit  short  articles,  stories,  or  jokes 
for  the  Monthly.

Of  course  we  realize  that  "  beggars  should  n't  be  choosers,"  but 
did  it  never  occur  to  you  that  even  beggars  know  when  they  are 
well  treated  ? 
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Hiram  N.  Savage,  class  of  1887  New  Hampshire  College  Agri- 
culture and  Mechanic  Arts,  and  Thayer  School  of  Civil  Engineer- 
ing 1890,  has  recently  been  appointed  chief  consulting  engineer 
United  States  Geological  Survey,  associated  with  the  chief  engi- 
neer, Mr.  F.  H.  Newell,  and  a  board  of  engineers,  to  finally  decide 
upon  plans,  estimates,  and  feasibilit}7  of  various  irrigation  works 
projected  by  the  United  States  Geological  Survey.  Mr.  Savage 
has  been  assigned  to  exercise  general  supervision  over  the  field 
engineers  employed  in  the  Reclamation  Service,  Northern  Division, 
now  engaged  in  making  investigations,  locations,  and  development 
of  plans  and  estimates  for  construction  of  storage  and  distribution 
irrigation  works  by  the  federal  government,  and  for  which  about 
816,000,000,  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  public  lands,  is  now  avail- 
able. 

This  great  undertaking  of  the  National  government  was  inau- 
gurated by  the  act  of  congress  passed  in  June,  1902,  and  has  in 
view  not  only  the  reclamation  of  great  tracts  of  arid  and  semi-arid 
land,  but  also  the  interception  and  storage  of  flood  waters  so  as  to 
diminish  the  extent  and  violence  of  the  floods  of  the  rivers  flow- 
ing from  the  great  divide.  It  will  also  realize  on  a  stupendous 
scale  the  bringing  of  the  "landless  man  to  the  manless  land,"  for 
the  law  is  carefully  drawn  so  that  the  reclaimed  lands  are  only 
open  to  bona  fide  homesteaders, — thus  looking  to  building  up  the 
wilderness  by  establishment  of  "homes"  on  small  farms. 

Mr.  Savage  has  recently  spent  about  three  months  traveling 
through  Washington,  Oregon,  Wyoming,  Montana,  Idaho,  Nevada, 
Utah,  and  Arizona,  inspecting  districts  and  dam  sites,  directing 
the  work  of  field  parties,  and  laying  out  plans  for  works  on  a  large 
scale.  In  company  with  Mr.  Newell,  he  has  this  month  inspected 
the  extensive  works  being  constructed  by  the  Massachusetts  Met- 
ropolitan Water  and  Sewerage  Board  for  additional  water  supply 
for  Boston  from  the  Wachusct  basin,  reenforcing  the  Sudbury 
aqueduct  system.  This  includes  the  great  dam  at  Clinton,  the 
Weston  aqueduct,  etc.,  capacity  of  300,000,000  gallons  daily. 

Mr.  Savage's  headquarters  is  at  the  office  in  Washington,  D.  C, 
but  his  duties  require  him  to  be  almost  constantly  making  tours  of 
inspection  to  examine  the  regions  where  parties  are  at  work,  and 
to  decide  upon  localities  for  new  investigations. 
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During  the  past  ten  years  Mr.  Savage  lias  made  his  professional 
reputation  in  southern  California.  He  has  been  in  charge  of  the 
Sweetwater  sys tern,  including  the  famous  dam  and  irrigation  works 
of  the  San  Diego  Land  and  Town  Co.,  and  the  lemon  and  orange 
groves  of  the  company.  To  tide  over  a  prolonged  period  of  scant 
rainfall,  he  has  had  to  install  and  operate  many  driven  wells  and 
pumps  to  raise  water  from  subsoil  streams.  He  has  also  had  charge 
of  the  engineering  work  of  the  Southern  California  Mt.  Water  Co., 
including  the  largest  single  system  of  large  dams,  reservoirs,  and 
pipe  lines  for  irrigation  in  this  country.  Several  miles*  of  wooden 
stave  pipe  were  laid  under  his  supervision.  He  recently  made 
plans  and  estimates  for  the  great  Barrett  dam,  built  the  Otay  rail- 
road, and  made  surveys  and  estimates  for  a  short-line  railroad 
from  San  Diego  to  Yuma  along  or  over  the  Mexican  boundary.

Mr.  E.  C.  Groves  gave  an  interesting  lecture  on  "Hypnotism" 
at  Thompson  hall,  November  2.  Mr.  Groves  is  very  much  inter- 
ested in  this  subject  and  has  hypnotized  several  of  the  students. 

All  freshmen  will  hereafter  be  required  to  take  chemistry. 
This  change  has  long  been  desired  as  a  foundation  study  for  ad- 
vanced work  in  all  the  courses,  and  especially  by  those  who  make 
a  speciality  of  the  subject. 

Professor  Parsons  lias  an  interesting  thermostat  set  up  and  running 
in  the  quantitative  chemical  laboratory.  It  is  an  unusually  large 
one  and  is  operated  by  a  special  German  hot-air  motor,  imported  for 
the  purpose.  It  is  being  used  at  present  as  a  means  of  securing 
exact  equilibrium  in  a  research  on  beryllium  compounds,  and 
should  not  vary  more  than  one  hundredth  of  a  degree  in  tempera- 
ture during  the  course  of  the  experiment,  lasting  several  days. 
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The  piping  of  the  shop  and  the  installation  of  the  fan  in  the 
new  building  has  been  completed  under  the  supervision  of  the 
power  and  service  department  of  the  college  at  a  figure  consider- 
ably less  than  the  lowest  bid  by  outside  contractors.  Now  the 
exhaust  steam  which  formerly  went  to  waste  is  utilized  for  the 
heating  of  the  shop. 


The  strengthening  of  the  agricultural  faculty  by  the  addition  of 
Professors  Taylor  and  Shaw,  and  the  new  facilities  given  by  Mor- 
rill hall,  has  demanded  a  complete  revision  of  the  agricultural 
courses.  The  changes  will  be  given  in  detail  in  the  forthcoming 
catalogue. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  a  most  excellent  piece  of  research  work 
on  "  A  Determination  of  the  Heat  of  Fusion  of  Ice,"  by  Arthur 
W.  Smith,  '93,  which  appeared  in  the  October  number  of  the  Phy- 
sical Review.  Professor  Smith  was  recently  appointed  professor  of 
physics  in  the  University  of  Michigan,  and  ranks  fourth  in  the 
physical  department.  The  class  of  '93  has  reason  to  be  proud  of 
the  special  attainments  of  a  majority  of  its  members.

'07  failed  to 
gain,  and  had  to  punt.  '06  advanced  the  ball  to  the  '07  80-yard 
line,  but  '07  held  for  downs.  '07  made  a  slight  gain,  but  had  to 
punt.  '06  punted.  '06  got  the  ball  on  a  fumble,  and  '07  was 
penalized  for  being  off  side.  '07  got  the  ball  on  a  fumble.  The 
half  ended  with  the  ball  on  '07 's  25-yard  line.

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EDIT9RIAL 


Last  year  was  our  first  season  of  basket  ball  at  New  Hamp- 
shire, and  a  very  successful  season  it  was. 

In  order  that  an  athletic  team  may  be  a  success  it  must  have  the 
hearty  cooperation  of  the  student  body.  Some  of  our  last  year's 
players  are  not  with  us,  and  so  it  is  all  the  more  essential  for  new 
material  to  get  into  shape.  This  means  constant  practice  and  a 
good-natured  rivalry  among  the  players  for  the  various  team  posi- 
tions, for  a  man  never  does  his  best  in  athletics  unless  occasion 
absolutely  demands  it. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  team  needs  the  support  of  the  stu- 
dent body  in  attendance  of  games  at  home.  Our  first  game  started 
out  with  very  poor  support  from  the  student  body  as  a  whole. 

If  we  hope  to  compete  with  other  colleges,  we  must  put  out 
winning  teams.  Winning  athletic  teams  mean  an  increase  in 
attendance  of  our  games  from  outside  people. 

So,  show  your  college  spirit,  students  of  New  Hampshire,  and 
if  unable  to  assist  in  one  way,  make  strenuous  efforts  to  do  so  in 
another. 


The  age  at  which  different  people  "  put  away  childish  things  " 
varies  through  a  wide  range.  It  is,  however,  generally  expected 
that  college  students  will  not  conduct  themselves  as  children 
unless  they  have  a  victory  to  celebrate  or  the  memory  of  a  defeat 
to  drown. 

It  is  not  unusual  for  a  child  of  four  or  five  years  to  cut  pictures 
from  magazines  and  papers,  or  in  lieu  of  pictures  he  may  attempt 
"  paper  dolls."  The  still  younger  child  will  crumple,  crush,  and 
tear  the  paper  for  the  sake  of  the  noise. 

If  the  article  belongs  to  the  child  repeated  offences  may  bring  a 
sharp  rebuke,  if  it  belongs  to  another,  a  spanking  is  in  order.  The 
condition  of  affairs  in  our  reading-room  seems   to   call   for  this 
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remedy,  and  it  should  be  applied  immediately.  The  cutting  of 
interesting  pictures  or  articles  from  the  current  papers  and  maga- 
zines not  only  destroys  them  for  filing,  but  it  prevents  others 
from  getting  the  information  which  has  been  removed.  If  a  per- 
son has  more  than  a  childish  interest  in  an  article  he  can  easily 
buy  the  paper,  then  use  it  as  he  wishes  without  depriving  others 
of  their  rights. 

The  person  who  has  been  committing  these  childish  depreda- 
tions in  our  reading-room  has  relied  upon  that  code  of  college 
honor,  which  says,  "  Thou  shalt  not  tell."  It  would  be  only 
poetic  justice  if  some  other  child  should  "tell"  and  thus  relieve 
us  of  an  irresponsible,  whose  place  is  home,  where  it  might  be 
possible  to  teach  him  some  of  the  common  courtesies  of  life. 

We  believe  that  this  matter  should  receive  the  immediate  atten- 
tion of  the  faculty  that  some  way  may  be  provided  to  protect  the 
student  body.  When  two  or  three  deprive  a  hundred  of  their 
rights,  it  is  anarchy.  When  two  or  three  are  deprived  of  their 
rights  that  a  hundred  may  enjoy  the  pursuit  of  happiness,  it  is 
liberty.  New  Hampshire's  motto  must  be  "  The  greatest  good  for 
the  greatest  number."

AN  UNMITIGATED  EVIL. 

The  question  as  to  whether  dancing  is  any  benefit  to  a  person, 
has  been  very  forcibly  presented  for  discussion  by  various  people 
during  the  past  month  or  so. 

There  are  people  who  claim  and  who  really  believe  that  dancing- 
is  an  abomination  and  a  snare ;  that  it  is  worse  than  the  use  of 
tobacco,  profanity,  or  intoxicating  drink.

We  have  as  much  reason  on 
our  side  as  they,  yet  they  cannot  or  will  not  see  it. 

If  we  wish  to  find  wholesomeness  in  athletics  do  we  patronize 
common  prize  fights?  No.  Do  we  look  for  true  art  in  circus  pos- 
ters ?  No.  Do  we  seek  inspiration  from  the  music  of  the  hand 
organ?  No.  In  literature  do  we  find,  or  expect  to  find  elevating- 
ideals  in  dime  novels  ?     Again,  no. 

In  all  these  things  we  look  for  good  only  in  the  masterpieces  of 
art,  in  the  finished  compositions  of  the  great  masters  of  music,  or 
in  the  productions  of  great  waiters.  We  do  not  condemn  all  be- 
cause there  is  an  element  of  worthlessness  in  each  of  these  various 
tilings.  We  rather  admire  the  good  because  it  is  good,  and  toler- 
ate the  rest  for  the  sake  of  the  good. 

Then  why  should  dancing  be  condemned  ?  It  bears  the  same 
relation  to  physical  culture  as  poetry  bears  to  literature.  It  is  the 
poetry  of  motion,  and  lie  who  engages  in  it  for  the  pure  love  of 
dancing  is  as  truly  elevated  in  mind  and  spirit  by  its  exquisite 
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rhythm  as  he  who  studies   a  gem  of  art,  or  reads  a  selection  from 
any  great  author. 

Hngage  in  dancing  with  the  right  spirit  and  it  is  one  of  the  most 
inspiring  arts  in  the  world,  but  on  the  other  hand  where  a  base 
spirit  prevails  dancing  degenerates  into  that  which  its  enemies 
claim  it  to  be — an  unmitigated  evil.

New  Hampshire  second  basket  ball  team  defeated  Brewster  acad- 
emy 19-13,  at  Wolfeborough,  February  13. 

"  It  is  an  ill  wind  that  blows  nobody  good,"  was  well  illustrated 
when  the  Durham,  blacksmith  shop  burned.  The  student  body 
was  excused  from  drill. 

Prof.  Scott  gave  an  interesting  talk  February  17  on  the  war 
between  Russia  and  Japan.  He  reviewed  the  matter  from  all  sides, 
and  set  forth  the  prospects  of  each  country. 

T.  J.  Laton,  '04,  and  P.  A.  Campbell,  '04,  spent  February  17  and 
18  in  Boston,  attending  the  first  district  conclave  and  the  annual 
banquet  of  the  Boston  Alumni  Chapter  of  the  Kappa  Sigma  Fra- 
ternity. 

The  Senior  class  in  engineering,  under  the  supervision  of  In- 
structor E.  H.  Hancock,  have  recently  carried  on  a  forty-eight  hour 
boiler  test  at  the  college  heating  plant.  The  work  was  continuous, 
and  two  men  were  present  all  the  time.  Every  ounce  of  water 
was  weighed,  as  also  was  the  coal.  The  temperature  of  the  water 
was  watched  and  the  steam  pressure  noted.  From  the  resulting 
data  the  capacity  of  the  boiler  was  established,  and  the  amount  of 
available  steam  per  pound  of  cOal  determined. 
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Iii  the  experiment  station  J.  (J.  Bridwell,  assistant  entomologist, 
is  engaged  in  rearranging  the  college  collection  of  insects.  The 
college  owns  to-day  the  largest  collection  of  New  Hampshire  in- 
sects in  the  state.  Work  is  to  be  taken  up  in  the  spring  on  the 
relation  of  insects  to  plants,  and  in  view  of  this  the  collection  is 
being  gone  over.  Mr.  Bridwell  is  transferring  several  of  the  fami- 
lies to  new  boxes.  The  Schmidt  box  is  being  used  which  is  now 
found  in  all  of  the  larger  entomological  museums. 

The  second  of  a  series  of  entertainments  and  informal  dances 
was  given  by  the  College  Social  Committee  at  Thompson  hallT 
February  5.  Besides  a  number  of  Durham  people,  the  students 
entertained  many  young  ladies  from  Dover  and  the  surrounding 
towns.     Music  for  dancing  was  furnished  by  the  college  orchestra. 


KAPPA  SIGMA  BALL. 

The  annual  concert  and  ball  given  by  the  Beta  Kappa  Chapter  of 
the  Kappa  Sigma  Fraternity  took  place  at  Thompson  hall  Febru- 
ary 19. 

The  hall  was  decorated  for  the  occasion  with  crepe  paper  garlands 
of  the  fraternity  colors,  which  were  draped  in  in  all  directions,  and 
the  alcoves  curtained  with  garlands.  The  front  end  of  the  hall  was 
a  bank  of  plotted  plants.

W.m.  F.  Flint. 

Oldest  Living  Alumuus  of  State  College. 
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WILLIAM  FRANCIS  FLINT. 

William  Francis  Flint  was  notably,  of  all  the  graduates  of  New 
Hampshire  College,  the  one  man  best  known  by  the  alumni  and 
students.  Although  several  classes  preceded  the  one  in  which  he 
was  graduated,  he  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  one  of  the  oldest, 
if  not  the  oldest,  of  the  alumni.  He  belonged  to  the  generation  of 
Hanover  students, — to  the  years  which  have  been  considered  by 
some  as  a  period  of  almost  Egyptian  bondage, — to  a  time  likely  to 
become  erelong  a  matter  of  tradition.  It  is  well  to  point  to  such 
a  man  as  this,  as  proof  that  the  college  in  those  years  though  de- 
ficient in  funds  and  poor  in  equipment,  had  the  first  great  condi- 
tion of  good  college  work, — that  is,  students  of  rare  worth.  Mr. 
Flint's  class  was  that  of  1877.  In  it  were  graduated  thirteen  men- 
No  previous  class  had  been  as  large,  and  of  the  twenty-three  classes 
graduated  during  the  connection  with  Dartmouth  college,  only 
one  was  larger.  There 'is  in  existence  a  class  picture  in  which  the 
men  were  grouped  against  the  entrance  of  Culver  hall.  It  seems 
to  show  substantial  men  rather  then  college  students  and  Mr.  Flint 
stands  among  them  presenting  something  of  the  appearance  of  a 
patriarch.  At  the  time  of  his  graduation  he  was  about  twenty- 
seven,  and  looked  much  older.  To  some  who  remember  him,  he 
seemed  at  that  time  to  look  as  old  as  he  did  last  commencement, 
when  as  president  of  the  alumni  association  he  presided  at  the  an- 
nual dinner. 

Mr.  Flint  was  one  of  the  students  who  worked  their  way 
through  college.  Some  of  the  work  clone  by  him  was  unusal  for 
an  undergraduate.     While  he  was  in  college  the  three  large  vol- 
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umes  of  Prof.  Hitchcock's  "  Geology  of  New  Hampshire  "  were  in 
preparation.  The  preface  of  Volume  I,  dated  December,  1874,  refers 
to  Mr.  Flint  as  the  writer  of  one  of  the  monographs  in  the  volume. 
The  article  appears  as  a  chapter  of  thirty-five  pages  on  "  The  Dis- 
tribution of  Plants  in  New  Hampshire."  Mr.  Flint  also  did  con- 
siderable work  in  connection  with  making  mineral  collections  and 
constructing  the  large  raised  New  Hampshire  map  which  showed 
elevations,  geological  formations,  as  well  as  the  other  things  usually 
shown  on  maps.  The  map  upon  which  he  worked  in  his  student 
days  was  probably  the  predecesor  of  the  one  now  seen  in  the  state 
house  at  Concord. 

Back  of  the  college  buildings  was  a  tract  of  land  at  one  time 
about  as  attractive  as  the  average  New  England  pasture.  Some 
time  before  the  seventies,  however,  a  wealthy  alumnus  of  Dart- 
mouth college  had  made  and  sent  to  Hanover  a  collection  of  Euro- 
pean trees.  These  trees  had  been  transplanted  in  great  numbers 
and  Dartmouth  park  was  coming  to  be  one  of  the  things  to  be  ad- 
mired. Mr.  Flint  turned  to  the  study  of  these  trees  and  made  it  the 
subject  of  his  graduation  thesis.  The  thesis  has  been  printed  and 
may  be  found  in  one  of  the  volumes  of  "  New  Hampshire  Agricul- 
ture." 

One  other  incident  illustrates  his  standing  while  a  student. 
One  year,  through  a  combination  of  circumstances  the  students  of  one 
of  the  classes  of  Dartmouth  college  were  likely  to  fail  of  getting  a 
course  in  Botany.  Thereupon  these  classical  students  presented 
to  their  faculty  a  strong  petition  asking  for  William  F.  Flint  as 
instructor.  The  course  was  given  as  requested  and  the  results 
were  thoroughly  satisfactory. 

After  graduation  Mr.  Flint  spent  some  time  west  of  the  Missis- 
sippi. During  part  of  that  time  he  was  very  hopeful  over  the  pos- 
sibilities of  a  ledge  in  which  he  came  to  have  a  financial  interest. 
It  had  a  remarkably  persuasive  way  of  inducing  edged  tools  to  cut. 
Some  of  the  finished  stones  found  their  way  to  New  Hampshire. 
They  had  printed  upon  them  the  word  "  Adamascobite  "  and  were 
of  as  honest  material  as  was  the  man  who  sent  them.  Difficulties, 
however,  appeared  and  the  ledge  was  finally  sold  to  those  who 
were  better  able  to  develop  its  possibilities. 

Somewhat  later  we  find  this  alumnus  in  Winchester,  neighboring 
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town  of  the  Richmond  from  which  he  had  gone  to  college.  He 
had  married,  and  was  a  farmer,  doing  some  land  surveying,  and 
making  a  specialty  of  the  growing  of  fruit  and  flowers.  It  is 
difficult  to  measure  the  influence  of  this  man  and  his  Avife,  repre- 
senting the  best  traditions  of  New  England,  putting  moral  worth, 
high  thinking  and  a  love  for  education  above  those  considerations 
which  so  commonly  prevail.  It  was  to  such  people  as  these  that 
Emerson  came  as  a  seer  in  the  nineteenth  century.  Such  people 
as  these  helped  to  make  the  older  Xew  England  and  are  helping 
to  save  the  later  New  England.  What  the  people  of  Winchester 
thought  of  Mr.  Flint  appears  from  their  action  upon  the  day  of  his 
funeral.  It  was  much  that  on  that  day  the  schools  stopped  and 
the  places  of  business  were  closed.  It  was  much  that  on  that 
stormy  March  day  the  church  was  filled  by  those  who  thus  ren- 
dered a  tribute  to  a  man  who  had  said  little  but  had  always  been 

on    the  right  side  and  had  lived   those   things  which   good   men 
preach. 

Mr.  Flint  was  sometimes  called  the  best  botanist  in  New  Hamp- 
shire. It  has  been  considered  that  few  if  any  in  the  state  equaled 
him  in  a  knowledge  of  the  forestry  conditions.  The  students  of 
New  Hampshire  College  have  fresh  in  mind  the  series  of  illustrated 
forestry  lectures  which  he  gave  during  the  college  year  1902-1903. 
They  may  not  know  of  his  connection  with  the  first  state  forestry 
report.  Early  in  the  eighties  there  was  a  movement  in  New 
Hampshire  to  do  something  about  forestry  conditions.  The  legis- 
lature took  action  at  two  sessions  and  finally  a  report  appeared  about 
1885.  Prof.  Jesup,  as  professor  of  Natural  History  in  the  State  Col- 
lege, was  naturally  made  one  of  the  commission.  Probably  it  was 
through  his  suggestion  that  Mr.  Flint's  name  was  also  added.  The 
professor's  account  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  commission  was 
somewhat  amusing.  At  the  beginning  there  was  a  long-bearded, 
quiet  farmer,  unknown  to  most  of  the  commission.  At  the  end 
there  was  a  specialist  to  whom  all  turned  as  an  authority. 

Mr.  Flint  has  always  been  one  of  the  most  loyal  and  enthusias- 
tic of  the  alumni  of  New  Hampshire  College.  One  of  his  great 
desires  has  been  to  have  his  son  and  his  daughter  educated  at  his 
college.  He  had  fought  against  fortune  and  just  as  business  suc- 
cess was  within  his  reach,  the  end  came.     How  fitting  would  it  be 
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for  some  one  having  the  privileges  given  by  wealth  to  establish  at 
New  Hampshire  College  the  William  Francis  Flint  memorial 
scholarship,  with  the  provision  that  his  children  should  have  the 
first  right  to  its  benefits. 


THE  SAILOR'S  STORY. 

At  a  table  in  a  dingy  London  ale  house,  one  evening  late  in  the 
fall  of  17 — ,  three  men,  evidently  companions,  sat  beside  their  half 
drained  mugs. 

As  they  drank  and  puffed  at  their  short  clay  pipes,  they  occa- 
sionally smiled,  but  only  in  a  half-hearted  way,  for  somehow  they 
seemed  ill  at  ease. 

Finally,  one  of  them,  a  tall,  dark,  healthy  looking  fellow,  spoke 
up,  saying,  "  To-night  is  our  last  night  ashore,  mates,  to-morrow  we 
sail.  Why  are  you  so  solemn  ?"  From  one  his  question  met 
with  the  short  reply,  "  Hanged  if  I  know,"  while  on  the  other  it 
had  but  the  effect  of  plunging  him  deeper  in  his  gloom.  Again 
he  questioned,  "  What  's  the  matter,  Jack  ?  You  're  the  glum  one 
this  evening." 

The  man  who  had  been  addressed  as  Jack,  started  at  the  ques- 
tion, then  going  back  to  his  former  position  he  said,  "  I  'm  only 
thinkin'."  His  remark  passed  unnoticed  and  the  conversation  was 
resumed;  but  all  the  while  Jack  sat  with  his  elbows  on  the  table, 
his  head  in  his  hands,  apparently  deeply  oppressed,  and  his  part  of 
the  talk  consisted  in  an  occasional  moan  or  a  sigh. 

At  last  the  tall,  dark  sailor  again  asked,  "  What 's  the  matter, 
Jack  ?  Why  are  you  so  sad ;  you  certainly  don't  mind  sailiir  ; 
you  never  did  act  so  sad  before.  You  ain't  leaving  no  wife  nor 
sweetheart  like  some  of  the  boys.  What's  the  matter,  Jack?" 
This  seemed  to  arouse  the  dejected  man,  and  he  began : 

"  Mates,  you  have  known  me  for  a  long  time,  but  you  have 
never  known  anything  about  me.  You  have  been  as  good  friends 
as  I  have  ever  had,  and  I  'm  goin'  to  tell  you  somthing  which  few 
save  myself  know. 

"  You  know  I  never  did  have  much  to  say  to  any  one,  but  I  have 
always  done  a  lot  of  thinkin'.,  and  nights  when  I  have  turned  in,  I 
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have  been  sad  like  to-night,  but  until  now  I  have  thought  nobody 
had  noticed  how  I  have  felt.  My  story  is  not  a  long  one,  but 
when  I  have  finished  perhaps  you  can  see  why  I  feel  as  I  do. 

"My  parents  died  when  I  was  about  fifteen,  leavin'  my  brother 
and  me  alone  in  the  world  to  shift  for  ourselves.  My  brother  was 
two  years  younger  than  I,  and  was  a  delicate  little  fellow,  but 
as  good  as  ever  drew  a  breath,  and  he  was  all  I  had  in  the  world 
to  care  for. 

"After  my  mother  died  [and  she  was  the  last  to  go]  we  were  left 
without  a  friend,  and  with  but  a  few  pounds  to  take  care  of  us.  I 
had  always  had  a  longin'  for  the  sea,  and  it  was  on  that  account 
that  my  brother  and  I  started  for  Liverpool,  where  we  both  shipped 
on  a  coaster,  I  as  a  deck  hand,  while  my  brother  helped  the  cook 
in  the  galley. 

"  For  four  years  we  knocked  around  the  coast,  when  at  last  our 
ship  burned  one  night  at  the  dock  and  we  lost  our  places. 

"At  this  time  everyone  was  talkin'  about  India,  and  of  the 
chances  to  get  rich  there.  We  soon  got  the  fever,  and  so  shipped 
for  the  East,  this  time  both  as  deck  hands. 

"  When  we  got  there  everything  was  excitement,  every  one 
talked  about  Clive,  how  he  had  licked  a  lot  of  Frenchmen,  and 
how  he  would  soon  conquer  all  the  natives.  We  were  still  boysr 
and  adventurous.  One  dark  night  we  took  French  leave,  left  the 
ship,  and  soon  enlisted. 

"  Our  first  campaign  was  up  into  the  mountains  where  we  saw 
a  lot  of  the  country  but  little  fighting.  Finally  about  twenty  of 
us  were  sent  to  the  plantation  of  a  rich  chief  who  had  always  been 
friendly  to  the  English,  but  who  had  at  that  time  fallen  under  sus- 
picion, and  it  was  thought  that  he  wras  organizing  the  natives* 
When  we  arrived  at  his  place  everything  was  quiet  and  orderly  r 
and  we  concealed  the  object  of  our  mission  there. 

"  Then  there  came  an  order  to  go  on,  but  as  they  were  still  afraid 
to  trust  this  chief,  it  was  arranged  that  three  of  us  should  pretend 
to  be  sick  and  remain  behind  at  the  plantation. 

"The  ones  chosen  were  an  old  corporal,  my  brother,  and  myself. 
We  stayed  there  and  for  a  time  enjoyed  ourselves.  The  chief 
treated  us  well,  and  we  commenced  to  think  India  was  all  that 
we  had  heard  it  to  be. 
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"  One  night,  however,  trouble  set  in.  Along  about  midnight  I 
heard  a  terrible  groaning,  a  sort  of  hoarse  barking,  and  teetli 
gnashing  together,  and  before  I  knew  what  had  happened  a  figure 
bounded  at  me  and  tried  to  sieze  me  by  the  throat.  Of  such  a  face 
tis  I  saw  I  never  can  tell.  The  eyes  bulged  out,  the  lips  were 
drawn  way  back,  foam  gathered  at  the  mouth,  and  all  the  while 
the  jaws  kept  coming  together  in  a  way  that  suggested  only  some 
hideous  animal.  He  had  me  by  the  throat  then  and  would  have 
killed  me  had  I  not  grabbed  a  pistol  and  discharged  it  in  his  abdo- 
men. With  a  yell  he  dropped  back,  the  natives  rushed  in  with 
lights,  and  as  we  stood  there  we  saw  the  figure  die,  still  gnashing 
his  teeth,  and  foamin'  at  the  mouth.     It  was  the  old  corporal. 

"  The  mental  agony  that  I  went  through  the  next  day  was  terri- 
ble, but  it  was  nothing  to  what  was  to  follow. 

"  The  next  night  bade  fair  to  be  a  sleepless  one  for  me,  though 
toward  morning  I  fell  into  a  doze,  but  only  to  be  violently  awak- 
ened. That  same  face  was  above  me,  the  hand  was  at  my  throat, 
hot  foam  fell  on  me  and  it  seemed  as  though  I  must  give  in  before 
I  could  reach  my  pistol.  I  did  get  it  though  and  fired.  The  figure 
sank  back,  the  natives  came  rushin'  in,  and,  my  God,  when  I  saw 
that  face — I  had  killed  my  brother. 

"  I  cannot  tell  you  what  I  suffered  then.  The  agony  was  awful. 
I  think  I  was  nearly  crazy,  and  I  continually  moaned,  i  My  God,  I 
have  killed  Frankie.' 

"  That  day  the  soldiers  returned  and  heard  the  story,  and  that 
night  none  would  sleep  in  my  bungalow.  I,  however,  went  to  bed 
but  felt  too  nervous  to  sleep. 

"  Of  what  happened  after  I  went  to  sleep  that  night,  all  I  know 
is  what  was  told  me,  for  when  I  awoke,  or  rather  came  to  my 
.senses,  I  was  on  board  a  vessel,  but  one  of  the  soldiers  in  my  com- 
pany was  with  me,  and  from  him  I  learned  the  story. 

"At  about  midnight,  on  the  last  night  I  was  in  the  country,  the 
men  were  awakened  by  a  most  hideous  noise.  They  looked  from 
their  bungalows  and  there  in  the  moonlight  was  just  such  a  ghastly 
figure  as  I  had  described  to  them  the  day  before.  That  hideous 
creature  was  I.  They  rushed  and  overpowered  me,  then  binding 
me  they  left  me  under  guard  to  rave  the  rest  of  the  night.  In  the 
morning  I  stopped  raving,  but  I  was  still  crazy,  and  the  men  took 
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me  to  the  coast  where  I  was  taken  aboard  a  British  ship  and  cared 
for  by  a  surgeon  who,  after  a  time  brought  me  to  myself,  and  from 
the  surgeon  I  learned  that  some  terrible  drug  or  poison  had  been 
quickly  injected  into  me  by  the  natives  while  I  had  been  asleepr 
and  this  had  caused  my  madness.  The  mystery  of  the  corporal 
and  my  brother  was  cleared." 

Here  the  poor  man  put  his  elbows  on  the  table,  took  his  head  in 
his  hands  and  moaned,  "  I  killed  him  forty  years  ago  to-night, 
Frankie,  all  that  I  had  in  the  world,"  and  resumed  his  silence. 

The  partly  filled  mugs  remained  untouched,  and  the  evening 
passed  in  dark,  dismal  silence. 


RUSSIA. 


Russia  began  her  real  history  with  the  reign  of  Peter  the  Great, 
exactly  one  hundred  years  before  George  Washington  became  the 
first  president  of  the  United  States  of  America.  To  be  sure  Rus- 
sia had  existed  before,  but  she  had  existed  only  in  the  simplest, 
form  of  nation.  She  had  been  stripped  of  whatever  she  had  by 
the  great  Swedish  general  of  the  Thirty  Years'  war.  Her  tribes- 
had  been  defeated  and  slaughtered  by  the  Cossacks  and  Poles, 
and  in  turn  she  had  driven  them  back. 

Finally  Peter  became  the  czar.  His  great  ambition,  his  recent 
visits  to  western  countries,  proved  him  to  be  the  one  best  fitted 
for  the  position.  He  made  Russia,  for  the  first  time,  a  member  of 
the  European  family.  He  drilled  his  armies,  which  made  the  first 
step  of  Russia's  onward  march  to  the  sea,  which  has  not  yet 
reached  its  end.  Peter  was  the  man  who  taught  Russians  to 
build  ships,  who  gave  Russia  her  first  seaports  on  the  Black  sea 
and  the  Baltic,  and  who  discovered  for  her  her  present  capital  in  a 
land  unknown  to  Russians  before  his  time.  He  also  established 
in  Russia  her  present  form  of  government,  the  so-called  autocracy, 
but  more  generally  considered  polyarchy,  with  the  czar  as  its  figure- 
head. 

Following  down  through  the  ages  the  history  of  Russia,  we  find 
her  ever  increasing  her  bounds,  both   eastward  and  westward,  tc* 
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the  expense  of  Poland,  Sweden,  and  Turkey,  until  to-day  she  owns 
the  largest  territory  on  the  face  of  the  earth.  With  every  gen- 
eration she  has  shortened  her  march  east  to  the  sea.  Many  a  time 
has  she  thought  that  her  march  was  nearly  ended,  when  either  the 
sick  man  of  the  east  would  rise  in  his  strength  again,  or  else  some 
one  of  the  other  European  powers  would  come  to  his  rescue.  By 
actual  statistics  Russia  is  two  and  two-thirds  times  as  large  as  the 
United  States,  double  the  area  of  all  Europe,  and  one  third  the 
total  land  service  of  this  planet.  Often  by  her  strength  has  she 
dictated  terms  of  peace  to  other  European  powers.  Her  peoples 
are  a  strong  and  hardy  race.  Some  parts  of  the  land  are  thicks- 
settled,  while  there  are  other  tracts  that  have  never  seen  a  Rus- 
sian home. 

To-day  we  look  upon  Russia  as  a  nation  able  to  crush  little 
Japan  at  the  mere  stamping  of  her  foot.  But  is  Russia  as  strong 
as  she  looks?  Is  she  financially  strong?  Have  her  people  the 
capacity  to  earn,  the  patriotism  to  stand  by  the  czar,  so  that  it  is 
advisable  to  send  her  great  army  into  the  far  east  to  fight? 
Should  she  fear  any  uprising  of  the  Poles,  of  the  Finns,  or  some 
other  province?  And  last,  but  not  least,  has  Russia  the  sea  power 
that  can  stand  the  blows  of  the  foe  ? 

Russia,  though  not  as  strong  as  she  looks  at  first  sight,  is  a 
powerful  nation,  commanding  a  regular  army  of  more  than  a  mill- 
ion men,  with  as  many  more  in  reserve.  Her  army  is  made  up  of 
that  strength  and  endurance  shown  over  and  over  again  in  her 
history.  In  spite  of  this,  according  to  their  own  Admiral  Alexieff, 
"  the  organization,  commersariat,  transportation,  and  quickness 
and  general  mobility,*'  they  are  inferior  to  the  Japs.  On  the  sea 
Russia  lias  also  a  large  fighting  force,  consisting  of  nearly  two 
hundred  ships  of  all  kinds.  Her  strong  fleet  on  the  Black  sea 
probably  will  never  be  called  upon  to  run  the  Dardanelles.  The 
Baltic  fleet  will  probably  go  to  the  scene  of  war. 

Financially  Russia  is  not  so  strong.  To  be  sure  she  has  a  large 
gold  reserve,  but  what  is  four  hundred  million  in  a  war  so  far 
from  the  base  of  operations?  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the 
money  interests  of  a  country  depend  largely  on  the  capacity  of 
the  laboring  classes  to  earn,  and  their  condition.  With  the  finan- 
cial condition  we   must  also  couple   the  answer  to  the  fear  of  an 
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uprising  among  the  peasants.  Here  we  quote  again  the  statistics: 
"In  the  average  peasant  family  there  are  eight  persons.  Each 
family  has  on  an  average  #212  income  annually.  Of  this  only 
$  105  is  in  the  form  of  money ;  the  rest  is  in  farm  products. 
Of  this  $105,  $48  goes  to  pay  taxes ;  the  rest,  $56,  is  used  in 
the  following  manner:  $8.84  for  clothing,  $1.96  for  tea  and 
sugar,  $1.64  for  furniture,  $1.20  for  salt,  88  cents  for  kerosene, 
39  cents  for  soap,  and  4  cents  for  'articles  of  personal  com- 
forts.' "  Bearing  in  mind  also  that  the  average  peasant  is  given 
twenty-one  acres  to  cultivate,  with  one  horse  for  the  use  of  four 
families  and  only  a  very  few  cattle,  one  can  easily  see  the  poor 
condition  of  the  peasant.  His  land  is  steadily  decreasing  in  the 
amount  of  production  for  want  of  fertilization.  Such  is  the 
oppression  of  the  Russian  peasant.  It  is  often  said  that  these 
people  are  the  most  loyal  people  in  Russia.  If  they  are,  it  is 
because  they  are  so  ignorant  that  they  know  no  better,  as  is  seen 
in  the  following  anecdote  : 

When  Alexander  I  died,  Constantine  was  the  next  heir  to  the 
throne,  but  he  abdicated  in  favor  of  his  brother.  Part  of  the 
army  revolted,  declaring  for  Constantine  and  "  constitution," 
"  which  latter  they  believed  to  be  Constantine's  wife."  Such  is 
the  ignorance  of  the  Russian  peasantry,  but  however  low  they 
may  be,  it  is  very  evident  that  if  they  are  given  any  kind  of 
chance,  they  will  revolt.  This  is  the  reason  why  Russia  has 
already  trebled  her  police  force. 


A   NIGHT   IN   THE   MOUNTAINS. 

It  was  an  afternoon  in  September  that  three  of  us,  after  a  hard 
climb,  reached  the  summit  of  Mt.  Starr  King.  We  had  gone  pre- 
pared to  spend  the  night,  and  our  packs  contained  provisions, 
blankets,  and  a  small  tent. 

The  top  of  Starr  King  is  oval  in  form,  nearly  flat,  and  about  six 
or  eight  rods  long  by  two  wide.  At  one  end  is  a  flat  rock,  like  a 
table,  where  we  spread  some  maps  to  aid  us  in  identifying  the  sur- 
rounding mountains.     The  spruce  trees  with  which   the  sides  of 
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the  mountain  are  covered,  and  which  are  small  and  stunted  near 
the  summit,  surround  the  oval  top  with  a  low  hedge. 

Here,  nearly  four  thousand  feet  above  the  sea,  we  had  a  fine 
view  of  the  surrounding  country.  Toward  the  southeast  is  the 
Presidential  range,  with  Mt.  Washington  only  thirteen  miles  away. 
With  the  aid  of  a  telescope  we  could  see  the  railroad  on  the  side 
of  the  great  mountain,  and  even  with  the  unaided  eye  we  could 
make  out  the  minute  clouds  of  smoke  which  marked  the  path  of 
an  ascending  train.  To  the  south  of  Washington,  in  the  direction 
of  the  White  Mountain  Notch,  the  mountains  rise  ridge  beyond 
ridge  as  far  as  one  can  see.  Nearer,  and  toward  the  west,  lies  the 
Lancaster  valley,  circular  in  form  and  dotted  with  ponds,  with 
three  small  mountains  in  its  center  and  the  Connecticut  river  run- 
ning through  it.  , 

It  was  five  o'clock  when  we  left  this  magnificent  view  in  order 
to  prepare  a  camp  for  the  night.  On  the  side,  twenty  or  thirty 
feet  down  from  the  summit,  we  found  a  smooth  spot,  sheltered 
from  the  wind,  where  we  pitched  the  tent.  Mr.  Adams,  a  young^ 
minister,  and  I  cut  boughs  for  a  bed,  while  my  brother  collected 
wood  and  built  a  fire  against  the  vertical  face  of  a  ledge.  It  was 
then  growing  dark,  and  the  air  was  cold.  We  cooked  our  supper,, 
and  having  eaten  it  as  quickly  as  possible,  we  made  our  bed  and 
crawled  between  the  thick  blankets. 

An  hour  later  I  was  awakened  by  the  minister,  who  slept  on 
the  lower  side  of  the  tent.  We  were  crowding  him  off  the  boughs. 
After  we  had  rearranged  the  bed,  I  fell  asleep  again,  but  twice 
more  the  same  thing  happened.  Before  sunrise  we  had  built  a 
fire  to  warm  ourselves,  and  at  the  same  time  we  cooked  our  break- 
fast. 

The  sky  was  cloudy,  and  we  feared  it  would  rain  before  we 
could  pack  up,  but  we  did  get  half  down  the  mountain  before  the 
storm  began,  and  in  the  last  two  miles  of  our  tramp  we  traveled 
in  a  pouring  rain,  wet  to  the  skin. 
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OUR  BASKET  BALL  SEASON. 

That  this  year's  basket  ball  season  has  been  a  success,  is  in 
every  way  obvious.  A  success  in  the  games  won,  from  the  finan- 
cial side,  and  from  a  moral  point  of  view ;  while  the  defeats  have 
all  been  such  as  reflect  only  credit  on  New  Hampshire's  team.

Perhaps,  too,  we  add 
that  two  games  were  cancelled,  which,  judging  from  games  with 
these  teams  last  year,  would  have  been  victories  for  New  Hamp- 
shire had  they  been  played. 

This  year  was  started  in  a  way  that  insured  success — Thompson 
hall  to  play  in,  good  management,  thorough  equipment,  a  squad  of 
candidates  who  attended  practice  well  and  who  practised  faith- 
fully, while  the  support  given  the  team  by  the  student  body  was, 
from  the  start  excellent. 

It  may  now  asked,  "  What  is  the  outlook  for  next  year  ? '  This 
can  be  answered  in  the  most  optimistic  way,  "  The  very  best." 
We  have  the  hall,  the  equipment,  all  the  men,  for  none  of  this 
year's  team  were  seniors,  the  right  spirit  that  a  successful  season- 
gives,  and  the  prospect  of  good  material  in  the  next  class  to  enter 
college. 

A  season  of  this  kind  means  something  to  the  college,  and  from 
such  a  season  can  be  drawn  a  conclusion — perhaps  even  a  lesson- 
A  season  of  this  kind  is  indicative  of  the  fact  that  New  Hamp- 
shire is  growing,  and  growing  rapidly.  As  a  foundation  for 
growth  it  can  look  to  its  steadfast  principles,  its  faculty,  facilities 
for  giving  instruction,  and  its  alumni.  It's  future  is  with  it's  stu- 
dents. Loyal  students  and  such  successful  athletic  seasons  are 
two  factors  that  insure  in  all  lines  only  unqualified  success.

"  Orchard  Management." 

W.  W.  Rawson,  the  noted  market  gardener  of  Arlington,  Mass., 
gave  a  lecture  before  the  agricultural  students  of  the  college  dur- 
ing the  latter  part  of  last  term. 

Three  bulletins  have  recently  been  issued  by  the  experiment 
station.  Bulletin  105,  entitled  tk  Fruit  Growing,"  with  a  selected 
list  of  varieties  for  New  Hampshire.  Bulletin  106,  entitled  "  For- 
estry," including  the  topics,  1.  How  to  Make  a  Beginning ;  2. 
Waste  Lands:  How  to  Convert  them  into  Forests.  The  above 
were  issued  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Rane.  The  third 
one,  Bulletin  107,  entitled  "  Brown-tail  Moth  in  New  Hampshire," 
was  issued  by  Professor  Weed. 

New  cases  for  the  specimens  in  landscape  gardening  and  forestry 
have  just  been  added  to  the  herbarium  room. 

There  has  recently  been  installed  in  the  live  stock  judging  room 
a  Stewart's  hand-power  shearing  machine.  This  is  of  the  latest 
1904  model,  and  was  furnished  free  of  charge  by  the  Chicago 
Flexible  Shaft  company.  Professor  Shaw  expects  to  give  a  sheep- 
shearing  exhibition  before  his  class  during  the  first  part  of  this 
term.  With  these  machines  an  expert  can  shear  a  sheep  in  less 
than  three  minutes,  and  do  very  good  work. 

Owing  to  the  shortness  of  the  spring  term  it  has  been  decided 
unwise  to  run  a  'Varsity  baseball  team.  However,  the  freshmen 
and  sophomore  classes  have  class  teams  and  are  to  play  games 
with  a  number  of  high  schools. 

The  freshmen  have  a  track  team  this  year,  which  in  all  proba- 
bility will  meet  the  track  team  of  Manchester  high  school.     As 
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yet  the  college  has  never  taken  track  athletics  under  the  athletic 
association,  but  it  is  hoped  by  all  that  before  long  the  college  will 
take  up  this  branch  of  athletics. 

The  seniors  in  the  mechanical  engineering  department  have 
again  been  running  a  series  of  boiler  tests,  at  the  power  station.

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A   CENSUS    OF   NEW    HAMPSHIRE   STUDENTS. 

At  the  request  of  President  Gibbs  an  effort  has  been  made  to 
discover  certain  facts  concerning  the  college  students  who  are 
leaving  this  state  in  order  to  obtain  their  undergraduate  education 
at  schools  in  the  other  New  England  states.  This  information 
may  be  of  interest  to  the  alumni  and  students.  It  will  be  clear  to 
those  who  are  familiar  with  these  different  schools  that  what  has 
been  taken  as  the  average  cost  per  student  is  really  very  often  the 
minimum.  It  is  probable  that  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars  is  going  out  of  the  state  yearly  for  undergraduate 
education.  It  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  gather  the  desired 
information  from  the  last  four  schools  on  the  list,  but,  when  this 
has  been  received,  it  is  not  likely  to  modify  greatly  the  present 
result. 

These  figures  seem  to  declare  some  interesting  facts.  Practi- 
cally all  the  agricultural  students  of  the  state  are  at  this  school. 
This  is  what  we  should  expect  for  there  is  no  reason  for  their 
going  elsewhere.  How  many  we  might  have  of  the  thirty-one 
who  are  going  from  this  state  for  their  technical  scientific  training 
it  is  difficult  to  say.  Perhaps  many  of  these  prefer  larger  schools. 
It  is  likely  to  be  true  that  there  will  be  an  increase  of  technical 
students  at  this  school  from  Massachusetts.  Certainly,  in  this 
state,  there  will  be  a  natural  increase  of  men  who  desire  agricul- 
ture  or  technical  science.

There  seems  also  to  be  an  increasing  place  for  a  general  college 
course  of  low  cost.  Probably  if  this  takes  the  form  of  a  course 
based  on  science  it  will  not  be  less  satisfactory.  This  is  a  need 
felt  especially  by  the  women  who  are  seeking  an  education  out  of 
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the  state.  It  is  surprising  to  find  so  many  of  these  in  co-educa- 
tional institutions  in  other  states.  The  teaching  of  science  in  the 
high  schools  of  the  state  at  present  offers  a  splendid  opportunity 
for  women.  This  should  be  pointed  out  to  the  women  who  come 
among  us. 


MAKING   MAPLE   SUGAR. 

Maple  sugar  is  made  from  the  sap  of  the  maple  tree  and  its 
manufacture  is  one  of  the  many  pleasant  occupations  of  a  farmer. 

In  the  spring,  usually  about  the  last  of  March,  when  the  snow 
begins  to  melt,  when  the  nights  are  still  cold  enough  to  freeze  and 
the  days  begin  to  be  warm  and  balmy,  the  farmer  goes  to  his  loft, 
gets  down  the  sap  buckets,  washes  them  up  and  loads  them  on  to 
a  dray;  then  he  drives  to  the  sugar  orchard  and  distributes  them 
to  the  trees  which  he  wishes  to  tap. 

The  next  day  he  goes  around  and  bores  a  hole  about  two  inches 
deep  in  a  tree,  drives  in  a  spout  and  hangs  on  a  bucket,  repeating 
the  operation  until  he  has  used  all  his  buckets. 

Usually  by  the  time  he  has  opened  up  the  sugar  house,  cleaned 
it  up  and  washed  the  pans,  tubs,  and  other  tools  the  sap  has  run 
enough  to  gather,  so  one  of  the  tubs  with  a  small  hole  in  the  top 
end  is  loaded  on  to  the  dray  and  driven  around  from  tree  to  tree, 
where  the  sap  is  emptied  into  it.  When  it  is  filled  it  is  taken  to 
the  sugar  house  and  emptied  into  "  holders,"  and  then  more  is 
collected. 

The  sap  is  boiled  in  a  large  pan  or  an  evaporator  directly  over 
a  hot  fire.  The  common  method  is  to  let  the  flames  and  smoke 
pass  through  a  heater  before  entering  the  chimney ;  a  stream  of 
sap  is  allowed  to  flow  into  this  heater,  where  it  becomes  boiling* 
hot  before  it  runs  into  the  pan.  The  sap  is  allowed  to  boil  in  the 
pan  until  it  is  of  the  right  consistency  to  make  good  syrup ;  when 
this  point  is  reached  the  flow  of  fresh  sap  into  the  pan  is  stopped 
and  the  fire  allowed  to  die  down  and  then  the  syrup  is  emptied 
into  gallon  cans  for  table  use.  (Nearly  all  of  the  cans  are  marked 
"  Pure  Vermont  Maple  Sugar.")  If  it  is  intended  to  make  sugar 
the  syrup  is  emptied  into  large  cans. 
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As  soon  as  the  pan  has  been  emptied  it  is  refilled  with  sap  and 
the  process  repeated. 

The  process  of  making  the  sugar  is  called  "sugaring  off."  A 
small  pan  is  filled  with  syrup  and  boiled  until  a  little  of  it  in  a 
saucer  will  harden  after  a  vigorous  stirring,  then  it  is  all  stirred 
with  a  paddle  for  a  few  minutes,  until  it  begins  to  grain,  when  it 
is  emptied  into  tubs  or  molds  to  harden. 

Sugaring  is  one  of  the  pleasantest  of  occupations ;  the  fresh 
spring  air  is  very  exhilarating,  the  succession  of  cool,  crisp  nights 
and  warm  balmy  da}rs  makes  one's  blood  boil  with  life  and 
enthusiasm  ;  with  a  full  dinner  pail  in  the  camp,  a  slice  of  ham  to 
roast  before  the  fire,  and  with  plenty  of  sap  to  drink  what  more  is 
needed  to  make  one  happy  and  contented! 

Let  no  one  for  a  moment  think  that  it  is  all  play,  the  work  is 
hard  enough  so  that  a  bed  is  a  very  comfortable  place  to  go  to  at 
night;  oftentimes  there  are  heavy  snow  storms  or  rains  which 
spoil  the  sap  in  the  pails.  During  an  extra  good  run  it  is  some- 
times necessary  to  boil  all  night  or  even  all  day  Sunday  to  keep 
the  sap  from  going  to  waste. 

In  a  few  weeks  the  weather  gets  too  warm  and  the  sap  ceases 
to  run,  the  buckets  are  gathered,  washed,  and  put  away,  the  sugar 
house  is  cleaned  up,  and  then  sugaring  is  over.

ELECTRICITY   VERSUS  STEAM. 

Electricity  is  gaining  a  strong  foothold  in  its  several  uses.  Not 
only  is  it  used  for  lighting  purposes,  for  the  sending  of  mes- 
sages, and  in  surgical  operations,  but  in  the  last  few  years  it  has 
been  at  war  with  the  locomotive.  On  some  of  the  railroads  the 
accommodation  trains  were  taken  off  and  passengers  for  way  sta- 
tions were  sent  over  electric  roads. 

The  use  of  electricity  for  transportation   purposes  has  caused 
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the  number  of  passengers  on  the  steam  railroads  to  fall  off  by  over 
twelve  millions  in  seven  }<ears.  It  is  also  noted  that  the  people 
seem  to  travel  greater  distances.  Do  not  understand  me  to  say 
that  the  people  do  not  travel  as  much  as  they  did  previous  to  the 
introduction  of  the  trolley  system.  There  are  more  people  travel- 
ing to-day  than  ever  before,  but  the  steam  railroad  is  not  getting 
the  increase. 

At  first  we  had  the  horse  car,  but  as  the  trolley  came  into  prom- 
inence it  disappeared.  The  trolley  cars  then  began  to  run  to 
the  suburbs  of  the  cities,  and  presently  the  country  was  netted  with 
their  roads.  The  trolley  not  only  reaches  places  where  steam  cars 
go,  but  it  passes  through  many  places  far  from  the  railroad. 

The  trolley  has  many  advantages  over  the  steam  railroad ;  it  can 
receive  and  allow  passengers  to  alight  anywhere  along  the  road ; 
it  is  convenient  for  many  homes  and  offices,  while  it  pays  a  profit 
at  reasonable  fares.  Of  course  the  trolley  does  not  travel  at  such 
a  high  rate  of  speed  as  the  locomotive,  because  it  generally  is  run 
on  the  public  highway  where  it  crosses  intersecting  roads  and 
would  be  a  menace  to  the  lives  of  pedestrians  and  prove  disastrous 
to  vehicles. 

As  the  number  of  electric  lines  increased  the  companies  built 
their  roads  on  private  rights  of  way.  and  they  were  operated  the 
same  as  the  steam  railroads. 

Let  us  imagine  ourselves  taking  a  spin  on  the  Union  Traction 
company's  fifty-three  mile  run  from  Indianapolis  to  Muncie.  We 
will  not  have  to  be  on  time  for  our  train,  and  if  we  miss  it  have  to 
wait  three  or  four  hours,  but  we  can  take  a  car  at  any  time.  We 
travel  in  cars  similar  to  standard  railway  coaches,  and  over  a  track 
built  entirely  on  the  company's  ground.  It  will  take  us  two  hours 
to  make  the  run  on  the  express  car,  or  two  hours  and  a  half  on  a 
car  making  all  stops.  The  Big  Four  covers  this  distance  in  one 
hour  and  thirteen  minutes ;  the  local  trains  ten  minutes  less  than 
two  hours.  The  tracks  over  which  we  skim  are  laid  as  firm  and 
graded  as  well  as  those  on  any  steam  railroad.  There  is  a  regular 
train  dispatcher  who  takes  charge  of  all  cars  ;  only,  instead  of  using 
the  telegraph  he  uses  the  telephone.  There  is  a  telephone  box  at 
everv  switch,  and  when  a  conductor  wishes  to  find  out  about  any- 
thing he  simply  says.  ••Hello."'  and  the  train  dispatcher  who  is  at 
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the  other  end  of  the  line  will  answer  him.     This  shows  you  the 
way  the  roads  of  to-day  are  operated. 

On  some  roads  a  speed  of  fifty  miles  an  hour  is  acquired,  and 
one  company  is  trying  to  obtain  machinery  that  will  give  a  speed 
of  seventy-five  miles  an  hour.  When  this  rate  of  speed  is  reached 
we  can  go  from  New  York  to  San  Francisco  in  less  than  two  days. 
If  a  track  were  laid  around  the  earth  at  the  85  parallel  of  latitude, 
and  a  car  went  at  that  rate  from  east  to  west,  it  would  keep  up 
with  the  earth's  rotation. 

In  some  places  where  the  electric  system  has  been  put  in  it  has 
brought  the  price  of  transportation  so  low  that  the  steam  railroads 
have  lowered  their  prices,  and  as  they  do  not  reach  the  business 
centres  of  towns  they  offer  free  omnibus  rides  from  the  trains  to 
the  hotels  and  business  houses.  In  some  cases  the  trolley  car  can 
outdistance  the  locomotive.  In  one  place  in  New  York  state 
where  the  best  train  connection  you  can  make  and  cover  the  dis- 
tance is  from  1J  hours  to  2  and  costs  you  95  cents ;  on  the  trolley 
it  takes  forty  minutes  and  costs  a  nickle. 

From  Portland,  Me.,  to  Boston  and  then  to  Westfield,  Mass.,  is 
a  complete  electric  line.  From  Westfield  to  Plainville,  Ohio,  is 
a  patchwork  of  roads,  and  from  Plainville  to  Bay  City  is  another 
stretch  of  350  miles.  Witli  a  few  more  roads  in  Iowa  and  Nebraska 
we  will  be  able  to  travel  from  Maine  to  Nebraska  by  electrics. 

The  freight  service  of  the  electric  roads  is  very  thorough.  On 
some  of  the  lines  full-grown  freight  cars  are  used,  which  are  hauled 
by  electric  engines  able  to  draw  twenty-five  cars.  The  freight  cars 
are  used  by  milk  dealers  to  carry  their  milk  any  distance  at  the 
rate  of  three  cents  per  gallon ;  and  the  farmer  buys  packages  of 
tickets  at  that  rate.  They  are  also  used  by  orange  growers  and 
live  stock  dealers.  The  trolley  car  system  in  the  West  is  so  great 
that  six-story  depots  have  been  built  to  accommodate  the  increase 
in  traffic.  The  lower  floor  is  used  for  the  passengers,  while  the 
upper  ones  are  for  handling  freight  and  express.  The  cars  in  the 
daytime  are  used  to  carry  express  and  mail,  while  after  the  general 
passenger  movement  is  out  of  the  way  they  are  used  for  freight. 

Do  not  understand  me  to  say  that  the  trolleys  are  used  simply 
for  business  alone.  On  summer  evenings  in  our  large  cities  you 
will  see  the  electrics  used  as  the  people's  automobile  for  pleasure 
trips  to  the  suburbs.

Thus  the  railroads  catch  the 
travel,  whether  by  steam  or  electrics. 

Although  our  country  has  more  than  three  times  as  many  elec- 
tric cars  as  all  the  rest  of  the  world  combined,  the  new  system  is 
still  in  its  infancy.  The  fares  are  much  cheaper  than  those  on 
the  railroad.  The  question  in  the  minds  of  the  people  to-day  is. 
"  Can  the  locomotive  hold  its  own  or  will  the  electric  take  its 
place?"

College  Students  Have  Their  Annual  Jamboree. — Visit 

Dover    and    Make    Things    Decidedly   Lively    For    a 

While. 

Durham.  April  13. 

Yesterday  marked  the  annual  jamboree  of  the  Freshman  class  of 
the  New  Hampshire  college.  It  is  natural  for  boys  upon  getting 
away  from  home  and  the  restraints  of  their  youth  for  the  first  time 
to  be  boisterous,  and  if  no  restraint  whatever  is  brought  to  bear 
upon  them  they  become  even  tough  and  almost  savage.  The  mem- 
bers of  a  freshman  class  in  a  college,  after  having  passed  through 
two  terms  of  college  life  and  witnessed  the  athletic  sports  of  the 
upper  classes  and  the  beauties  of  the  football  field  during  their 
first  term  and  having  their  youthful  ardor  held  in  check  to  a  cer- 
tain extent  during  the  winter,  come  out  in  the  spring  with  exalted 
ideas  of  their  ability  as  athletes  and  scrappers,  and  are  ready  to 
cope  with  any  adversaiy  that  they  may  encounter. 

Then  it  is  that  they  think  to  have  a  class  picture  taken  that  they 
may  see  in  after  years  how  they  looked  when  in  their  own  estima- 
tion they  were  at  their  best.  The  annual  class  picture  day  is  one 
long  remembered  by  all  college  students,  for  it  is  on  this  day  that

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SCIENCE    AND    PROGRESS. 

When  we  attempt  to  define  a  word  like  science  we  find  that  it 
takes  more  than  merely  a  passing  thought.  Any  up-to-date  dic- 
tionary gives  several  definitions,  and  all  of  them  are  applicable 
more  or  less  to  the  theme  at  which  the  speaker  is  aiming.  One 
author  says  "  Science  is  a  comprehension  or  understanding  of 
facts  or  principles ; "  or,  in  other  words,  knowledge  gained  by 
systematic  observation,  experiment,  and  reasoning. 

The  Phoenicians  are  considered  as  the  earliest  scientists ;  they 
studied  mathematics  and  navigation.  Their  voyages  were  thought 
very  long  in  those  times,  and  were  usually  made  on  the  Mediter- 
ranean sea,  but  later  they  sailed  as  far  as  the  British  Isles. 

The  Arabians  were  also  among  the  early  scientists  pursuing 
chemistry,  astrology,  and  astronomy.  Dolbear,  authority  on 
history  to-day,  says  the  Egyptians  were  the  first  to  use  copper. 
They  had  methods  of  welding  and  tempering  superior  to  the 
methods  of  to-day.  They  also  used  bronze  at  a  very  early  date. 
The  Egyptians  were  well  versed  in  chemistry  and  astrology. 
They  engraved  tablets,  many  of  which  have  been  unearthed,  and 
are  preserved  in  museums.  The  Egyptian  method  of  embalming 
is  another  art  or  science  which  cannot  be  equaled  to-day.  Some 
of  the  Egyptian  mummies  are  in  almost  perfect  condition  at  the 
present  time.  In  those  days  they  inscribed  everything  with  cop- 
per and  diamonds.  Copper  pens  were  used,  and  ink  fluids  which 
have  faded  but  little  after  six  thousand  years. 
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When  we  consider  the  pyramids  of  Egypt,  of  which  there  are 
seventy,  we  wonder  how  such  massive  structures  were  built. 
Immense  granite  stones  forty  or  fifty  feet  long  and  six  or  eight 
feet  wide  and  high  were  placed  one  upon  the  other  until,  as  in 
the  case  of  the  Great  Pyramid,  a  height  of  four  hundred  and 
eighty  feet  and  nine  inches  was  reached.  Most  of  the  material 
was  obtained  from  the  granite  quarries  at  Syenne,  sixty  miles 
away.  How  did  they  get  these  masses  transported  so  far?  Still 
more  difficult,  what  means  did  they  have  of  lifting  them?  It  is 
estimated  that  at  least  one  hundred  thousand  men  were  employed 
upon  the  Great  Pyramid  for  more  than  half  a  century. 

The  ancient  Greeks  were  the  most  gifted  race  the  world  lias 
"known.  Their  country  was  very  well  situated,  which  fact,  more 
than  any  other,  favored  the  growth  of  enterprise,  intelligence, 
imagination,  and  taste.  They  were  also  a  very  hardy,  athletic 
people.  Every  historian  knows  well  the  achievements  in  litera- 
ture, art,  and  science  which  the  Greeks  attained. 

But,  to  pass  on,  let  us  look  for  a  moment  at  the  life  of  Galileo, 
the  creator  of  experimental  science.  He  was  born  at  Piza  in  1564. 
At  the  age  of  eighteen,  he  noticed  one  day  a  lamp  oscillating  back 
and  forth,  its  regularity  of  motion  attracting  his  attention. 
He  timed  its  motions  by  his  pulse,  making  the  important  dis- 
covery of  the  laws  of  the  pendulum.  Subsequently  he  made  use 
of  this  discovery  in  constructing  a  clock  for  astronomical  pur- 
poses. His  first  geometrical  investigation  was  the  invention  of  the 
hydrostatic  balance,  by  means  of  which  he  was  able  to  measure 
with  the  greatest  accuracy  the  specific  gravity  of  solid  bodies. 
He  also  invented  a  kind  of  thermometer,  a  proportional  compass 
•or  sector,  and  a  refracting  telescope  for  astronomical  observations. 
He  completed  his  first  telescope  in  1609  and  constructed  a  micro- 
scope in  the  same  year.  He  discovered  that  the  moon's  light  was 
reflected  instead  of  the  moon  being  a  luminous  body  of  itself ;  he 
was  also  the  first  to  note  sun  spots. 

A  few  years  ago  many  thought  Jules  Verne  crazy  when  he 
wrote  his  famous  book  "Around  the  World  in  Eighty  Days.** 
What  do  people  think  now?  The  journey  may  be  made  in  half 
that  time  at  present.      Many  also  thought  that  his  book  "  Twenty

Thousand  Leagues  Under  the  Sea  "  was  merely  an  idle  tale,  and, 
although  no  one  has  reached  the  South  Pole,  yet  a  submarine 
boat  has  recently  been  built  almost  on  the  lines  of  Verne's  Nau- 
tilus. 

Where  would  our  civilization  be  to-day  had  there  not  existed 
the  great  scientists  and  inventors  like  Galileo,  Franklin,  Watt, 
Bell,  Morse,  Field,  Ericsson,  Hertz,  Tesla,  Lord  Kelvin,  Edison, 
and  Marconi  ?  Where  should  we  be  were  it  not  for  the  invention 
of  money  as  a  medium  of  exchange  ?  What  should  we  do  with- 
out our  timepieces,  telephones,  telegraphs,  submarine  cables, 
steam  engines,  and  electricity  in  all  of  its  applied  forms  ?  What 
would  have  been  the  fate  of  our  nation  in  the  Civil  war  crisis  had 
Ericsson  not  invented  his  little  Monitor  to  defeat  the  Merrimack'] 
Where  would  our  manufacturers  be  were  it  not  for  the  important 
inventions  and  improvements  in  machinery  ?  These  questions  are 
much  more  easily  asked  than  answered. 

The  scientific  era  may  be  said  to  have  begun  directly  after  the 
dark  ages :  i.  e.,  during  the  tenth  or  eleventh  century.  To-day 
what  is  the  outlook? 

The  telantograph  will  eventually  supersede  the  telegraph.  The 
wireless  telegraph  will  replace  the  submarine  cable.  Marconi's 
latest  achievements  have  filled  the  world  with  amazement.  Just 
think  for  a  moment  of  sending  a  message  three  thousand  miles 
with  no  other  medium  than  ether !  There  is  no  doubt  but  that 
Marconi  will  complete  his  system  so  as  to  make  it  entirely  success- 
ful, and  what  an  immense  advantage  it  will  be  to  navigation ! 

The  transmission  of  electrical  energy  eighty  or  a  hundred  miles 
would  have  been  deemed  impracticable  if  not  impossible  not  long 
since,  but  it  is  now  done  economically. 

Of  course,  money  is  the  all-important  factor  in  furthering  scien- 
tific research.  We  are  making  strides  in  this  country  along  this 
line  ;  inducements  are  now  offered,  e.  //.,  "  The  Carnegie  Fund," 
the  income  of  which  is  to  be  devoted  to  scientific  research. 
Further,  there  is  some  controversy  going  on  now  over  the  ad- 
visability of  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  combining 
with  Harvard  L^niversity,  and  thus  receiving  the  benefits  to  he 
derived  from  the  very  liberal  donations  which  the  latter  institution 
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has  received  from  the  Gordon-McKay  bequest.  If  the  Institute 
should  unite  with  Harvard  it  will  have  more  money  to  work  with, 
new  buildings  throughout,  and  better  laboratories  in  which  to  carry 
on  their  research  work.  All  branches  of  science  have  made  the 
same  consistent  progress.  The  science  of  medicine  has  probably 
taken  greater  strides  forward,  however,  than  any  other  branch. 

The  discovery  of  the  Roentgen  or  X-rays  has  proved  very  val- 
uable to  surgery  in  locating  fractures,  etc. 

Probably  the  greatest  discovery  of  the  age  is  radium.  What 
wonders  it  may  do  is  a  question  for  time  to  solve.  One  thing 
is  known,  viz.,  that  England  and  Germany  both  owe  the  lives  of 
their  present  sovereigns  to  radium,  as  both  were  cured  of  deadly 
cancers.  To-day.  radium  is  worth  fifteen  thousand  times  as  much 
as  gold,  or  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  an  ounce.  The  present 
treatment  with  radium  is  very  expensive,  but  when  radiumite  is 
produced  more  abundantly  then  a  radiumitic  treatment  will  prob- 
ably be  as  inexpensive  as  that  of  the  X-ray. 

As  we  look  back,  we  are  overwhelmed  at  the  progress  made. 
So  from  this  standpoint  it  may  well  be  deemed  impossible  for  any- 
body to  look  into  the  future  and  foretell  the  miracles  bound  to  be 

performed.

THE    FARMER'S    IDEAL    EDUCATION. 

(Spade    Oration.*) 

In  the  very  beginning  of  agriculture  the  spade  and  the  hoe  were 
the  only  implements  used  by  the  primitive  cultivator  of  the  soil. 
With  these  the  ground  was  prepared  and  the  seed  covered.  A 
little  later  they  were  changed  to  forms  which  could  be  drawn  by 
cattle  or  horses ;  then  different  types  were  devised  for  the  dif- 
ferent operations  required.  Thus  the  evolution  of  agricultural 
machinery  began,  and  it  has  continued  until  to-day.  It  would  be 
impossible  to  even  name  here  the  different  machines  employed 
on  the  farm,  many  of  them  as  complex  as  those  used  in  any 
industry. 
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With  this  change  in  the  tools  employed  has  necessarily  come  a 
change  in  the  methods  of  the  farmer,  and  what  is  still  more 
important,  a  change  in  the  farmer  himself.  The  time  is  past  when 
41  any  fool  could  be  a  farmer,"  when  all  the  knowledge  necessary 
was  how  to  handle  the  spade  or  sow  the  seed.  The  farmer  of 
to-day  is  as  much  a  business  man  as  is  his  friend  in  the  city  who 
owns  a  dry-goods  store  or  a  shoe  shop.  Does  he  not  take  the  raw 
materials  of  soil  and  feeding  stuffs  and  with  all  the  accessories — 
capital,  plant,  and  labor — of  any  manufacturer,  turn  out  the  fin- 
ished products  of  grain  or  beef  ? 

Even  more  than  this,  is  he  not  exposed  to  vicissitudes  of  fortune 
totally  unknown  to  the  ordinary  business  man?  Where  is  the 
manufacturer  in  whose  calculations  must  be  considered  the  amount 
of  rainfall,  or  heat,  or  coolness  of  each  particular  season,  or  the 
attacks  of  insect  and  fungous  pests?  All  of  these  are  occurrences 
utterly  beyond  the  prophecy  of  man,  and  yet  upon  them  depends 
the  whole  success  or  failure  of  the  farmer's  business.  Add  to 
these  the  regular  business  requirements  of  an  ability  to  interpret 
the  market,  to  control  the  men  employed  by  him,  and  to  buy  and 
sell  successfully,  and  then  tell  me  if  you  dare  that  "  any  fool  can 
run  a  farm."  True,  any  fool  may  be  able  to  handle  a  spade  or  a 
hoe.  So  he  can  handle  the  cutting-knife  or  the  side  of  leather, 
and  the  former  is  no  more  farming  than  the  latter  is  shoe  manu- 
facturing. 

Why  is  it  that  the  farmers  of  America  have  always  been  supe- 
rior to  those  of  any  other  country  ?  Is  it  not  because  they  have 
been  always  drawn  from  the  same  class  that  has  furnished  the 
manufacturers,  the  doctors,  and  the  lawyers ;  because  there  has 
never  been  a  peasantry  doomed  to  perpetual  toil  for  generation 
after  generation  ?  From  the  same  family  of  children  have  gone 
out  perhaps  one  a  lawyer,  one  a  teacher,  and  one  a  farmer,  and 
yet,  while  the  best  of  an  education  has  been  considered  none  too 
good  for  the  lawyer  or  the  teacher,  the  poorest,  or  none  at  all,  lias 
been  the  rule  for  the  farmer.  Does  not  the  man  who  is  to  be  a 
modern  farmer,  a  business  man  in  every  sense  of  the  word,  need 
to  have  every  faculty  developed  to  its  acutest  stage  by  a  thorough 
course  of  study,  just  as  does  his  neighbor,  the  professional  man  or 
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business  man  of  the  city?  Grant  him,  however,  a  broad  course  of 
general  study  which  will  develop  his  powers  of  observation,  of 
reasoning,  and  of  application,  and  he  is  still  in  need  of  the  tech- 
nical knowledge  relating  to  his  own  particular  vocation.  But  pos- 
sibly you  scoff  at  the  idea  that  "  book  farming "  can  be  of  any 
assistance.  Did  you  ever  stop  to  think  just  what  a  book  is? 
You  have  lived  on  a  farm  all  your  life  perhaps ;  do  you  not  think 
that  your  experiences  would  be  of  value  to  the  young  man  just 
beginning  life  on  the  farm  ?  What  is  a  book  but  the  record  of 
what  has  been  learned  from  the  experiences  of  a  score  of  men,  or 
a  hundred,  or  a  whole  generation.  If  the  experience  of  one  man 
is  valuable,  is  not  this  still  more  so  ?  True,  no  man  can  live 
entirely  by  knowledge  gained  from  books.  He  must  not  only 
learn  the  theory,  but  he  must  learn  how  to  put  it  into  practice. 
He  must  learn  that  the  successful  man  must  not  only  know  when 
to  apply  the  theory,  but  when  to  break  loose  from  it.  The  rut  of 
theorism  is  just  as  fatal  as  that  of  conservatism. 

Granted  all  these,  a  broad  general  education,  a  mastery  of  the 
technical  knowledge  of  his  business,  and  a  thorough  practice  in 
its  actual  workings,  is  there  not.  still  something  lacking?  Your 
ideal  man  will  not  bend  every  effort  toward  the  pursuit  of  the 
"  almighty  dollar.*'  He  will  seek  the  enjoyment  which  can  come 
only  from  an  acquaintance  with  the  finer  qualities  of  man,  from 
the  development  of  his  tastes  for  literature,  for  art,  or  for  music  ; 
in  a  word,  for  the  development  of  his  whole  aesthetic  nature.  In 
past  ages  these  were  considered  above  the  ordinary  farmer,  but 
to-day  we  are  realizing  that  he  is,  of  all  men,  the  one  who  is  most 
in  need  of  them.  In  the  city  there  are  opportunities  on  every 
hand  for  amusement  and  enjoyment,  but  the  man  living  in  the 
isolation  of  the  country  is  dependent  very  largely  on  himself  for 
enjoyment.  If  his  mind  has  not  been  developed  to  find  some- 
thing of  beauty  and  interest  in  all  his  surroundings,  his  life  will 
indeed  be  barren. 

For  the  farmer's  ideal  education  we  have,  then,  four  things 
necessary :  A  broad  general  education,  a  knowledge  of  technical 
subjects,  a  course  in  the  practical  application  of  these,  and  the 
development  of  the   quality  sometimes  known  as  "  culture."     Do 
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you  know  that  these  are  just  the  things  which  our  New  Hamp- 
shire college  seeks  to  impart  to  its  students  ?  Pick  out  any  study 
you  wish  from  its  curriculum,  is  it  not  included  in  one  of  these 
four  classes?  Does  it  not,  then,  offer  to  every  young  man  in  our 
state  the  opportunity  to  fit  himself  for  his  life's  work  ?

THE   DEMAND  FOR  TECHNICALLY  EDUCATED    MEN. 

(Hammer    Oration.') 

A  person  who  has  spent  four  years  at  a  technical  school  often 
has  this  question  staring  him  in  the  face.  What  opportunities 
does  my  chosen  work  offer  me?  This  question  I  shall  consider 
rather  briefly  by  comparing  the  men  and  the  opportunities  of  the 
past  with  the  men  and  the  opportunities  of  to-day. 

A  hundred  years  ago  there  were  practically  no  scientific  schools 
in  this  country,  while  at  the  present  time  there  is  at  least  one  in 
each  state.  A  hundred  years  ago  there  were  few  scientifically 
educated  men  in  the  country ;  to-day  the  technical  schools  are 
turning  out  thousands  of  graduates  each  year.  Do  you  wonder 
under  these  circumstances,  that  the  young  men  become  skeptical 
about  their  chance  in  engineering  work  ? 

But  reasoning  thus  they  neglect  one  of  the  principles  of  political 
economy,  that  the  market  depends  on  the  supply  and  demand.  This 
being  true  any  increase  in  the  supply  must  be  due  to  an  increased 
demand.  To  substantiate  further  these  statements,  I  shall  show 
how  increased  improvements  have  affected  the  demand  for  engi- 
neers. 

One  of  the  best  examples  is  that  of  the  railroads  of  the  Ignited 
States.  In  1830  there  were  40  miles  of  road,  2  locomotives, 
and  possibly  a  dozen  cars ;  in  1841  there  were  3,361  miles ;  in 
1865,  32,996  miles,  and  on  June  30,  1901,  there  were  265,353 
miles  of  track,  with  a  rolling  stock  consisting  of  39,584  engines 
and  1,550,833  cars. 

The  original  forty  miles  of  road  required  practically  no  engi- 
neering work,  built  as  it  was  in  South  Carolina  over  a  straight,  level 
tract  of  country.     Of  the   265,353  miles  now  in  operation,  thou- 
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sands  of  miles  of  it  are  built  through  mountains.  Some  of  the 
engineering  work  connected  with  these  railroads  is  marvelous ;  for 
example, the  Hoosac  Tunnel  and  the  building  of  the  Union  Pacific 
through  the  Rocky  Mountains. 

For  building  and  maintaining  these  lines  of  communication, 
large  numbers  of  technical  men  are  employed,  while  thousands 
find  work  in  the  shops  where  the  locomotives  and  cars  are  man- 
ufactured. By  work  I  do  not  mean  digging  in  the  gravel  bank  or 
snagging  castings  in  some  foundry  ;  but  employment  as  draftsmen, 
designers,  electrical,  mechanical  and  civil  engineers. 

The  development  in  electricity  has  also  created  a  great  demand 
for  electrical  engineers.  At  the  present  time  there  is  in  use  nearly 
•SI  00,000,000  worth  of  electric  supplies  in  the  United  States- 
While  these  statistics  contain  the  evaluation  of  the  motors,  genera- 
tors, and  wire  used  for  electric  roads,  they  do  not  include  the  cost 
of  the  care  themselves.  The  demand  for  electrical  engineers  has 
increased  with  unusual  rapidity  during  the  last  few  years.  From 
1890  to  1900  the  number  of  men  employed  in  the  testing  depart- 
ments, and  as  superintendents  and  draftsmen,  increased  630.2  per 
cent.  The  most  of  these  positions  were  filled  by  graduates  of 
scientific  college-. 

To  show  that  the  rapid  development  of  the  railroads  is  equaled 
and  even  exceeded  by  other  branches  of  industry,  I  will  take  as 
an  example  the  iron  and  steel  industry.  The  output  of  the  blast 
furnaces  in  the  United  States  in  1870  was  3.263,585  tons  of  iron. 
There  were  808  companies  with  a  capital  of  *121,772,074.  In 
1890  there  were  719  companies  with  a  total  output  of  10,264,478 
tons.  In  1900  there  were  29,507,860  tons  of  iron  produced  in 
the  United  States.  The  number  of  companies  had  decreased  to 
669  while  the  capital  invested  had  increased  to  8590,530,484,  these 
changes  being  brought  about  by  the  consolidation  of  several  of  the 
smaller  concerns. 

Although  the  number  of  scientific  men  who  find  employment  in 
connection  with  the  refining  of  the  iron  itself  is  small,  thousands 
lind  work  in  the  use  of  the  products  of  these  blast  furnaces. 
Since  steel  for  structural  purposes  has  come  into  general  use,  it 
lias  given  work  to  constantly  increasing  numbers  each  year.     The 
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United  States  builds  bridges  in  all  countries  of  the  world.  You 
can  pick  up  a  newspaper  almost  any  day  and  read  that  some 
American  company  has  accepted  a  contract  to  build  a  bridge  in 
India  or  Africa,  an  undertaking  which  European  firms  have  given 
up  in  despair.  There  is  generally  a  little  paragraph  at  the  bottom 
which  says  "  the  work  will  be  in  charge  of  John  Smith,  class  of 
'96,  Sibly  College,"  or  some  other  engineering  college  in  this  coun- 
try. Xo  extensive  engineering  work  is  undertaken  without  the 
aid  of  one  or  more  graduates  of  scientific  colleges.  To  show 
the  exact  increase  in  the  use  of  structural  steel  I  shall  quote  the 
following  from  the  census  report  of  1900.  In  1880  there  were 
87,066  tons  of  steel  used  in  structural  works,  while  in  1900 
856,983  tons  were  used,  showing  an  increase  of  885  per  cent. 

Of  course  the  increase  in  the  iron  and  steel  used  in  the  country 
has  developed  the  mining  interests.  Here  the  graduates  of  mining 
schools  find  employment  as  mining  experts  and  engineers,  while 
each  smelter  and  blast  furnace  has  its  force  of  expert  technical 
chemists. 

The  developments  in  other  branches  of  industry  has  been  in  the 
same  proportion  as  that  of  the  railroads  and  steel,  and  at  present 
this  development  does  not  seem  to  be  any  nearer  to  the  limit  of 
increase  than  it  did  fifty  years  ago. 

As  is  shown  by  the  census  reports  and  leading  trade  journals, 
business  is  constantly  increasing.  Accordingly  the  demand  for 
scientific  men  is  increasing.  With  the  development  that  can  be 
reasonably  expected  along  scientific  lines  during  the  next  fifty 
years,  there  will  be  abundant  opportunity  for  the  well-trained  man 
of  average  ability  in  engineering  work.

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EDITORIAL

In  reviewing  the  results  of  the  year's  work  of  the  College 
Monthly,  several  interesting  facts  come  to  light.  First,  there  has 
been  no  fixed  policy  of  conducting  this  Monthly.  Second,  each 
man  has  been  a  law  unto  himself,  doing  just  as  much  or  just  as 
little  as  he  pleased.  In  fact,  this  has  been  so  much  the  tendency 
that  many  editors  have  been  so  in  name  only,  for  they  have  never 
made  even  a  pretense  of  writing  an  article  or  of  gathering  news. 
Such  men  are  a  damage  instead  of  a  benefit. 

Another  thing  is  the  lack  of  support  that  the  Monthly  gets 
from  the  students.  One  would  suppose  that  among  two  hundred 
young  men  and  women  there  would  be  some  with  a  natural  liking 
for  literary  work,  but  thus  far  in  its  career  the  College  Monthly 
has  found  very  few  of  them.  These  various  reasons  taken 
together  have  acted  very  effectively  to  dampen  the  ardor  of  even 
the  most  sanguine  editor-in-chief,  and  furthermore,  tended  toward 
a,  policy  of  repression  instead  of  expansion.  This  has  continually 
prevented  the  best  results,  and  as  a  consequence  we  have  suffered 
in  the  estimation  of  other  institutions. 

Recently,  however,  the  board  of  editors  appointed  a  committee 
to  draw  up  a  constitution  and  by-laws.  This  committee  sub- 
mitted their  report  at  an  editorial  meeting.  Now  the  COLLEGE 
Monthly  has  a  set  of  rules,  and  a  definite  policy  has  been  mapped 
out.  These  rules  are  to  go  into  effect  Sept.  1,  1904.  We  confi- 
dently hope  and  expect  that  the  new  system  will  meet  with  un- 
qualified success. 


liathing  in  the  salt  water  has  been  more  popular  with  the  stu- 
dents, this  spring,  than  ever  before.     Scarcely  is  there  a  day  when

If  next  fall  the  swimming  is  still  as  popular  as  at  present  a  stu- 
dent bath  house  will  be  a  proposition  worth  considering.  Such  a 
building  could  be  put  up  for  a  very  slight  cost,  probably  fifty 
cents  to  a  man  would  suffice,  and  it  certainly  would  be  money 
well  invested. 


The  Manchester  Union  of  May  25  contained  an  interesting 
account  of  why  an  education  at  this  college  is  so  profitable,  and  a 
tabulated  form  of  the  occupations  and  average  salaries  of  our 
graduates.  The  most  interesting  part  of  the  article  is  here 
given : 

"  Leading  educators  and  professional  workers,  successful  railroad 
and  general  business  men,  have  recently  expressed  themselves  on 
the  merits  of  a  college  education.  They  seem  to  agree  that  a  col- 
lege education  pays  for  many  men ;  that  it  is  indispensable  for 
several  professions,  and  is  fast  becoming  so  for  the  several  busi- 
ness ones,  though  it  may  not  be  necessary  for  the  mere  piling  up 
of  wealth.  I  wish  to  add  my  testimony  to  this  extent,  that  dur- 
ing my  thirty  years  out  of  college  I  have  found  but  one  man  who 
regretted  the  possession  of  such  education.  I  have,  however, 
found  many  who  regretted  that  their  education  had  not  been  more 
practical.  Recent  statistics  obtained  from  New  Hampshire  Col- 
lege graduates  throw  some  interesting  side  lights  upon  the  adven 
tage  of  its  training.

Present  average  annual  income,  71  men  and  10  women..     £1,570        $450 
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Of  the  62  agriculturists  about  50  are  farming,  and  all  but  11  of 
these  50  are  farming  for  themselves.  These  11  are  mostly  super- 
intendents or  foremen.  The  remaining  12  are  teaching  agricul- 
ture, working  in  agricultural  experiment  stations,  or  connected 
with  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  Thirty-nine 
of  the  total  62  reside  in  Xew  Hampshire. 

Those  in  engineering  pursuits  are  classified  as  follows :  Mechan- 
ical, 30  ;  civil,  14  ;  electrical,  13  ;  and  chemical,  7. 

( )f  the  women,  3  out  of  15  are  married. 

As  regards  incomes,  22  in  agricultural  pursuits  report  an  aver- 
age of  $1,350  :  22  in  engineering,  an  average  of  81,600  ;  13  in 
business,  an  income  of  82,100  ;  10  women  teachers  are  receiving 
salaries  varying  from  8300  to  8800/'

May  29,  1904,  dawned  as  brightly  as  the  heart  of  the  most 
exacting  person  could  wish.  At  10  a.  in.  the  graduating  class 
met  and  were  escorted  to  the  church  by  the  college  battalion  of 
•cadets,  E.  S.  Savage  commanding. 

The  church  and  pulpit  were  tastefully  decorated  with  palms, 
ferns,  and  lilies.  Shortly  after  eleven  o'clock  the  Rev.  TV.  S. 
Beard  opened  the  service  by  prayer  and  reading  from  the  scrip- 
tures.    President  Gibbs  then  lead  in  the  responsive  reading. 

W.  S.  Dana,  D.  D.,  of  Exeter,  delivered  the  Baccalaureate 
sermon. 

From  time  to  time  during  the  service  the  choir,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  W.  F.  Sprague,  rendered  very  pleasing  and  ap- 
propriate music.  Preceding  the  sermon  Mr.  John  B.  Whoriskey 
sang  "  He  Leadeth  Me  "  and  "  Plains  of  Peace  "  at  the  close. 

After  chapel,  May  26,  Professor  Butterfield,  president  of  the 
Rhode  Island  State  College,  addressed  the  student  body  on  the 
subject  of  "  The  Advantages  of  the  Education  given  by  our  State 
Colleges." 

E.  S.  Savage,  '05,  is  to  represent  Beta  Kappa  chapter  of  Kappa 
Sigma  fraternity  at  the  national  conclave  of  the  fraternity,  to  be 
held  at  St.  Louis,  August  3,  4,  and  5. 

The  college  has  issued  a  circular  of  its  engineering  courses. 
This  is  the  first  engineering  pamphlet  printed  by  the  college,  and 
is  to  the  point. 

The  prize  sword  offered  by  Capt.  V.  A.  Caldwell,  Tth  U.  S.  A., 
for  excellency  in  battalion  commanding,  was  won  by  J.  W.  More- 
ton,  '05. 
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Prof.  C.  L.  Parsons  recently  spoke  at  a  meeting  of  the  Ameri- 
can Chemical  Society,  held  in  New  York,  on  the  subject  of  "  A 
Revision  of  the  Atomic  Weight  of  Beryllium."  Professor  Par- 
sons' subject  was  the  main  discussion  of  the  evening. 

This  circular  speaks  of  the  increased  demand  for  a  technical 
education  along  the  lines  of  mechanical  and  electrical  engineering 
and  in  chemistry,  and  of  the  great  opportunities  open  to  a  man  who 
has  had  such  an  education,  which  is  shown  to  be  true  by  the  ex- 
cellent record  of  the  graduates  of  the  college,  who  have  taken 
these  subjects.  Then  there  is  a  great  deal  of  information  concern- 
ing the  expenses  of  attending  college,  the  entrance  requirements, 
and  the  degrees  given. 

The  circular  contains  half-tone  illustrations  of  the  power  station 
and  shops,  the  chemical  and  physical  building,  a  section  of  the 
woodwork  shops,  a  class  making  boiler  tests,  materials  that  have 
been  tested,  model  machines  built  by  the  students,  a  section  of  the 
electrical  laboratory,  a  section  of  the  physical  laboratory,  dynamos 
built  by  the  students,  the  chemical  lecture  room,  a  corner  of  the 
water  laboratory,  a  class  in  mineralogy  and  blow-pipe  analysis, 
and  an  excellent  picture  of  Thompson  hall. 

Friday  evening,  May  20,  Morrill  hall  was  the  scene  of  a  very 
pretty  reception  given  by  the  horticultural  department  of  the  col- 
lege. The  interior  of  the  building  was  tastefully  decorated  with 
evergreen,  floral  designs,  and  palms,  while  the  new  greenhouses, 
which  were  last  night  opened  for  inspection,  shone  with  the  bril- 
liancy of  a  myriad  of  small  electric  bulbs. 

The  reception  lasted  from  eight  to  nine  o'clock,  and  took  place 
in  Prof.  F.  Wm.  Rane's  offices.  Professor  and  Mrs.  Rane,  Dean 
Liberty  Bailey  of  Cornell  University,  W.  W.  Rawson  of  Boston, 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  E.  Hall  received  the  guests. 

The  refreshments  consisted  of  strawberries  and  cream  and  fruits 
of  all  kinds.  After  the  refreshments  had  been  served,  Professor 
Bailey  made  a  brilliant  speech,  and  was  heartily  applauded  by  the 
student  body. 

The  college  orchestra  furnished  music  both  for  the  reception 
and  for  dancing. 
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Wednesday  afternoon,  directly  after  the  alumni  meeting,  Prefi 
dent  and  Mrs.  (nbbs  held  a  reception  for  the  alumni,  faculty,  the 
graduating  class,  and  their  friends.  Refreshments  were  under 
the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Nesbit,  Mrs.  Fred  Morse  and  Mrs.  Read. 
and  were  served  by  the  Misses  Watson  of  Durham,  Miss  Town- 
send  of  Lebanon.  Miss  Mooar  of  Manchester,  Miss  Pillsbury  and 
Miss  Chase  of  Deny. 

Very  pleasing  music  was  rendered  by  Mr.  Carl  Blaisdell  of  Con- 
cord, accompanied  by  Mrs.  Joseph  Hawes.  Mr.  John  B.  Whoris- 
kev  sang  "  My  Rosary  "  and  ••  ( )  Fair.  ( )  Sweet.  O  Holv."" 

The  senior  and  junior  electrical  engineering  students  spent  May 
19  and  20  in  Boston,  where  they  inspected  the  following  pla 
The  Lincoln  Street  electric  light  station,  the  Albany  Street  power 
station  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Company,  the  warehouses  and 
power  plant  of  the  Edison  Aluminating  Company,  and  the  works 
of  the  General  Electric  Company  at  Lynn.  The  party  was  con- 
ducted by  Professor  Nesbit,  and  made  its  headquarters  during  the 
stay  in  Boston  at  the  Lenox  Hotel. 

May  23,  Captain  Caldwell  received  orders  to  report  to  his  regi- 
ment in  the  Philippines,  and  May  24  he  and  Mrs.  Caldwell  left 
Durham.  His  regiment  is  at  present  stationed  on  the  Mulhaya 
Island,  guarding  the  erection  of  a  military  prison. 

The  college  battalion  was  inspected  by  the  United  States  in- 
spector. Capt.  J.  W.  Ruchman,  May  24,  who  complimented  the 
battalion  on  its  good  appearance. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  College  Athletic  association  held  May 
18,  at  Thompson  hall,  the  following  were  elected  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year:  President.  O.  D.  Mudgett,  '05;  vice-president, 
Elmer  S.  Savage,  '05  ;  secretary,  C.  T.  Fuller,  "06  ;  treasurer.  J.  W. 
Moreton,  "05.  W.  P.  Flint,  "00,  was  chosen  student  member  of  the 
executive  committee,  and  A.  M.  Johnson,  '06,  F.  S.  Putney,  '05, 
and  J.  D.  Clark,  "96,  were  elected  auditors. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Scudder,  assistant  chemist  at  the  experiment  station, 
has  resigned  his  position,  and  lias  accepted  a  position  with  the 
Manchester  Union. 
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The  first  ball  game  of  the  season  was  played  Fast  day,  between 
a  nine  picked  from  the  agricultural  and  general  science  students 
and  a  team  picked  from  the  engineering  and  chemical  men.  The 
result  was  a  victory  for  the  former  team.     Score,  5-2. 

A  large  number  of  students  attended  "  Girls  will  be  Girls  "  at 
Dover,  Fast  day. 

Directly  after  the  first  minstrel  show  there  was  considerable  talk 
of  taking  the  show  out  of  town,  but  the  plan  was  not  considered 
feasible  this  year.  A  committee  was  appointed,  however,  to  make 
arrangements  for  a  three  or  four  nights'  trip  next  winter. 

The  first  sham  battle  of  the  season  took  place  May  12,  and  con- 
sisted of  an  attack  on  and  an  attempt  to  capture  the  bridge  which 
spans  the  dam  at  the  college  reservoir.  The  college  battalion  was 
divided  into  two  sections,  one  for  the  defense  of,  and  the  other 
for  the  attack  on,  the  bridge.  The  men  were  liberally  supplied 
with  blank  cartridges.  After  a  number  of  strategic  moves  by 
both  parties,  during  which  several  hot  skirmishes  took  place,  Com- 
mandant Caldwell  decided  that  the  bridge  had  been  captured.

Harvard.
